“For one reason or another” 
said the late Lord Salisbury, “ from 
the necessities of politics, or under 
the pretence of philanthropy, the 
strong Nations will gradually 
encroach on the territory of the 
weak, and the seeds and causes 
of conflict amongst civilized nations 
will speedily appear.” If, as far 
as Europe is concerned, the 
prophecy is still unrealized, yet 
there are various quarters "in 
Europe where the problem of 
nationality is becoming increasing- 
ly dangerous. Our own Irish 
question has ceased to be of in- 
ternational importance, and, on 
account of geographical situation, 
was never one of permanently 
general interest. On the Continent, 
however, geographical situation is 
a perpetual cause of danger... In 
the west, owing to their position 
on the Baltic and the North Sea, 
the question of the future is like- 
ly to centro. round the three 
Scandinavian and the two Nether- 
Datch Kingdoms. In the east, the 
question already in process of 
settlement centres rotund the Poles. 
All three problems have this in 
common, that the claims of na- 
tionality as such are brought into 
contact with those of expanding 
organisms. Hence Prince Biilow, 
speaking in the Prussian Diet on 
January 13, 1902, declared that 
the immediate luture of Germany 
depended upon the development of 
the Polish question. Brief con- 
sideration suffices to show that 
there was no exaggeration in his 
words. The eastern frontier of 
‘Prussia marches with 750 miles of 
Rasso-Polish territory. Beginning 
near Memel, it sweeps round the 
South Eastern angle of the Baltic 
to Thorn, whence it runs in a 
south-westerly direction to the 
Middle Warta. Here Rasso-Polish 
territory enters Prussia like a 
wedge, from the point of which 
Berlin is only 180 miles distant. 
Behind this weak frontier, guarded 
though it be by forts such 
as those of Kénigsberg, Dantzig 
and Posen, Germany watches the 
increasing strength of Slavonic 





Liberalism, fears the rise of a 


Slavonic Liberal Empire, and is 
doing her utmost to gain complete 
ascendancy over the Ostmark. 

The history of her present policy 


ed upon a Polish policy partly 
economic and partly intellectual. 
He determined to reduce the num- 
ber of Polish landlords and pea- 
sants in West Prussia and Posen, 
and to weaken their nationalism 
by attacking their language and 
education. The former pro- 
gramme was the more important. 
The Prussian Diet a Land! 
Settlement Bill granting the Go 
vernment £5,000,000 for the 
purpose of strengthening the Ger- 
man element by settling German 
peasants and workmen on middle- 
sized and small holdings, and by 
offering advances sufficient to meet! 
initial expenses. In 1898 and 
1902 further grants were made with 
the same object in view. To ensure 
the success of such a policy three 
conditions were necessary ; the first 
being readiness on the part of the 
Poles to sell, the second, existence 
of land sufficiently cheap. to enable 
it to be let at low rentals, and the 
third, a steady increase in the 
number of German residents. None 
of these conditions has been 
fulfilled. Up to the end of 1906 
the Settlement Commission had 
spent £17,500,000, and acquired 
800,000 acres. Of these less than 
half belonged to Poles, the chief 
sellers being Germans, whilst the 
greater part of the lands transferred 
from Poles belonged to large estate 
‘owners and not to peasants. Since 
1897 Polish sales have practically 
ceased. Further, instead of land 
remaining cheap, speculation on 
the part of German settlers and 
eagerness to buy on that of the 
Poles have driven up the price, until 
last year it stood twice as high as 
it stood in 1886. Again, the 
figures for the decade 1890-1900 
show that Poles have increased far 
more rapidly than Germans, whilst 
| Parliamentary returns for elections 
held since then indicate an uninter- 
rapted advance. 

It is obvious, therefore, that 
Germany is confronted with a very 
| serious difficulty. Up to the pre- 
sent she has given no sign of 
|changing her policy. She appears 
ready, indeed, to make it still more 
energetic and severe. The Supple- 
mentary Settlement Law of 1904,

point of view. Unlike the Irish 
question, the Polish problem may 
easily become one of international 
importance. Slavonic Liberalism 
is, undoubtedly, gaining strength, 
and a Liberal Russia could not 
refuse a certain measure of au- 
tonomy to the Vistula region. But 
a free Russian Poland would 
probably be fatal to the yer- 
manization of Polish Prussia, 
whilst Liberal Panslavism allied 
with Polish Nationalism would 
mean war for the reconquest of 
Posen and West Prussia. It is 
unnecessary to continue the chain 
of deductions. Sufficient have 
been made to show that the affairs 
of Poland contain all the elements 
of an important international prob- 
lem. It bas been said that “in 
the clash of two antagonistic na- 
tions, the cause of Liberty and 
civilization is best served by the 
surviving nation ~sterting its char- 
acteristics with elentless severity.” 
‘The thought, if harsh, is probably 
true, and, were the antagonism 
proved, Germany, having counted 
the cost, would be within her rights 
in taking relentless measures. But 
it cannot be said that the anta- 
gonism has been proved, for it 
may pointed ont that an 
abandonment of the policy inau- 
gurated by Bismarck would lead 
back to the happier relations which 
existed from 1815-1886. 








MODERN 


LANGUAGES. 
February 11. 

Or the many conferences which 
are held at Home in the first weeks 
of a New Year iti worth while 
to spare more thai a passing 
thought for the Modern Language 
Association which has lately hela 
its annual meeting at Queen's 
College in London. It has been 
said that “we are all educa- 
tionalists nowadays”: and if the 
Sh of an epigram 
together a statement of 
fact, it is true to say that the inter- 
nationalizing of life in all countries 
has created such an interest in 
the question of instruction of 
modern languages as nover has 
been known before. The recent 
decision of an English firm to re- 
serve a part of business hours in 
which its employees may learn 
German is significant : still more 
so is the increased respect, grate- 
fully noted in the president's 
speech, which is accorded to the 

work of the Modern Lan; 
Association. Recognition is being 
received from the Headmasters’ 











Conference, “oldest and stateliest 
jof our associations”, as Mr. Storr 
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de: d it. The Classical As-' 
sociation has condescended to meet’ 
the Moderns at a round table, and 
matters were talked over in a 
friendly spirit, “and without there 
being any wigs on the green.” 
Oxford and Cambridge, respective 
ly, are to be the scene of the 
Association's general meetings in 
1909 and 1910. Finally, the sub- 
committee which is inquiring into 
the training of modern language 
teachers has secured the aid of the 
Master of ‘Caius, Vice-Chancellor 
of Cambridge, as its chairman : the 
latter, although j rimarily a classical 
scholar and Sixth Classic of his 
year, is a noted student of modern 
languages. On the other hand 
Lord Fitzmaurice, who is president 
of the Association for the current 
year, could recall the time when 
those who were struggling to find 
a place at Cambridge for a modern 
languages tripos were met with 
Professor Kennedy’s historic ob- 
servation that “he did not see the 
use of having a tripos to enable 
people to act as conriers on the 
Continent.” Malcontents may com- 
plain that the Cambridge modern 
languages tripos is still too much 
under the influence of the ancients’ 
to be perfectly adapted to the 
necessity of the moderns. But even 
thus the Association has no lack 
of reason to be satisfied with 
the progress of its ambitions. 

From the Association’s report it 
is clear. that much useful work 
is being done. Apart from the 
inquiry into the training of 
teachers already referred to, the 
Association has taken an important 
part in the establishment of the 
Guilde Internationale in Paris 
where Englishmen and Frenchmen 
=r acquire each other's language; 
and is now co-operating with the 
Société d’Echange International in 
promoting the exchange of children 
between English and French homes 
for the holidays. An urgent re- 
solution in favour of greater 
encouragement for the study of 
German was addressed to the 
Board of Education, and papers 
were read on various aspects of 
instruction in modern languages. 
Several foreign delegates were pre- 
sent who testified to the benefits of 
the Association’s enterprise ; and 
indeed the only matter for regret 
is that, although entirely solvent, 
the Association is not at present in 
a financial position to undertake 
any new work. Over and above 
the question of actual achievements, 
however, the absorbing topic of 
interest, in spite of its technical 
nature, is, curiously enongh, an 
academic one. On the first day 
of the \meeting the president 
read a brilliant paper on the: 


art of translation; which was 
followed, on the second, by a close 
discussion on the place which trans- 
lation should take in modern lang- 
uage teaching. In other words it 
is clear that there is a controversy 
among the members, stimulated, 
perhaps, by the undeniable though 
partial success of the Berlitz method 
which treats the pupil asa child 
learning to talk for the first time 
and without any reference to his 
own language, between the merits 
of conversation and of translation. 
‘According to the reformers, prose 
‘compusition and prose translation 
should be excluded from all junior 
examinations, and free composition 
must take its place ; the object be-| 
ing to force the pupil to think in a 
foreign language as he thinks in his 
own, With this view the ideal set 
up by Mr. Storr, the president, was 
fully in accord: that French or 
German should be taught, not be-' 
cause they were money-making’ 
studies, but because they were 





means of culture. From this prin- 
ciple a definition of the art of 
translation is readily deduced. 
That man is best fitted to translate 
foreign poetry or foreign prose 
who is a poet or prose writer in his 
own language and at the same time 
so schooled to think in a foreign 
language, that he is equally capable 
of appreciating the foreigner’s 
thought and expression. 

But this is to set a high standard 
indeed ; to which few men and 
women would attain even under 
the most favourable conditions. 
That we must think in a foreign 
language—so far as the mind can 
be suid to travel in language at all, 
—before we can speak it with 
fluency and idiom, is admitted. But 
what the reformers of modern 
language instruction appear to 
overlook is that with every step 
which is taken towards mental 
familiarity with another language 
there is a proportionate loss of readi- 
ness to translate ; and that however 
desirable it may be to acquire 
the gift of tongues for their 
a ic value, their commercial 
valhe probably appeals to the 
greatest number of students; and in 
this respect rapid «and accurate 
translation is at least as much ip 
demand as conversational ability. 
Against this it will be argued that 
power of translation grows more 
easily out of power of conversation 
than vice versi, and while it will 
be generally admitted that the 
reformers are on the right track, 
the moral seems to be to steer a 
middle course. In this con- 
nexion there appears to be 
already a far more urgent call for 
reformation in the manner in which 











foreign languages are regarded, 
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in public schools especially, rather 
than in the method of teaching 
them. Without entering into the 
vexed question of the relative de- 
gree of mental training afforded by 
ancient and modern languages, it 
is permissible to think that without 
any dangerous reduction of the 
time devoted to the classics more 
time might be spared for the 
moderns, The total dissimilarity 
between the two forms of study 
appears to dispose of the objection 
that they cannot with advantage be 
conducted simultancously ; whilethe 
elasticity of the schoolboy mind de- 
pends largely upon the extent to 
which bis interests are awakened. 
Where exception might be taken to 
the present system is that the dry 
but essential labour of grammar and 
petty composition absorbs a dis~ 
proportionate amount of the few 
hours allowed for French or 
German, with consequent apathy 
in the pupil which is the fruit, 
not of over-cramming, but of 
sheer boredom. This, and the ap- 
palling dallness of “ school readers” 
area primary cause of the back- 
wardness of the average schoolboy 
in modern languages, and one 
obvious remedy at least is more 
time for reading, even if it be only 
to translate, and a more spirited 
class of literature. 


THE IMPERIAL 
MARITIME CUSTOMS. 


February 12. 
A errer from our Peking Cor- 
respondent, which we published 
yesterday, summarized the mo- 
morial presented to the Throne by 
the Shuiwacha on the subject of 
Sir Robert Hart’s leave of absence 
and the appointment of Sir Robert 
Bredon to the post of Acting Ins 
pector-General of Customs. It is 
satisfactory to note that the Chinese 
Government does not allow the 
withdrawal of Sir Robert Hart 
from the scene of his fifty-three 
years of devoted and brilliant ser- 
Vico to take place without some 
tangible expression of its sense of 
gratitude and obligation, The 
veteran Inspector-General’s_ser~ 
vices to China cannot be repaid by 
money or decorations—there is, 
indeed, no reason why an 
attempt to repay them should be 
made—but the farewell honour 
conferred upon him is a tactfal 
indication that his devotion is re- 
cognized an-l appreciated, while the 
titular distinction granted to Sir. R. 
Bredon, who temporarily succeeds 
him, shows that the position created 
for himself by Sir Robert Hart is 
regarded as baving attained some 
degree of permanency in the Chin- 
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does not end here.

“ policy,” would think only of 
their own immediate advantage and, 
with one eye on those who make 
and unmake the appointment, would 
serve whatever party or political 
interest bids fair to gain the upper 
hand in Peking. 

Many conflicting elements make 
up the China of to-day, and the 
loudest-voiced among them is not: 
necessarily the most patriotic. 
‘Whatever programme be advocated 
—progress, stagnation or reaction 
TFonncial considerations in the 
long ran dominate all, and in fiscal 
matters the country has only one 
sound basis to start upon, the Cus- 
toms Service. Upon it and upon 
the maintenance of foreign confid- 
ence in it much depends. In the’ 
past the Imperial Maritime Cus-| 
toms enabled China to pay the 
Japanese indemnity, and saved her 

m the worse consequences that 
must have followed in the absence 
of such an asset. It saved her too 
from dismemberment when in 
1900 the outraged Powers required 
some security for the indebtedness 
to which she had rendered herself 
liable. To-day it is still her one 
sheet anchor, and to impair the 
confidence felt im it is to harm 
China as much as it is to wrong’ 
her creditors. A cheap popularity 
awaits those among her own people 
who urge a greater measure 
Chinese influence in the Customs ; 
but they are playing with -a 
dangerous weapon in seeking to 
impair China’s best security. They. 
have every right to aspire to the 
control of the country’s affairs, but 
they would be wise to begin to 
exercise the talent they claim 


























in the 
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ese hierarchy. This is as it should 
be ; but the responsibility of the 
Chinese Government in the matter 
Of the Imperial Maritime Customs 
It realizes 
fully that, as the present appoint- 
mment is admittedly temporary, it 


liable to sweep away her financial 
stability. The Empire’s domestic, 
fiscal system is to hand, clamouring 
for sound control, and when that 
has been brought into a state that 
commands confidence, whether 
with Chinese or with foreigners, it! 
will be time enough to bring the 
Customs under x Chinese 
influence. Judicial and other re- 
forms should precede a policy that, 
without them, is calculated to have 
disastrous results upon China’s 
credit and finances, and the Chi- 
nese who advocates such a policy 
at this juncture stands to 
weaken the Central Government 
and should be regarded asa traitor, 
not a friend, to his country. So 
too in the case of foreigners, it is 
easy to cater for Chinese approval 
by Pvt or advocating the 
sacrifice of that which has made 
for confidence in the Customs 
Service; but the friend of whom 
China stands most in need now is 
the one who, looking ahead, has 
sufficient strength of will to ignore 
the promptings of self-interest and 
to oppose demands for innovations 
in the Service that must inevitably 
alienate foreign confidence. 

Whom then’ will China select for 
the substantive post of Inspector- 
General? She has the to right make 
her own choice, and nothing that! 
has been said by the British Gov- 
ernment or British merchants 
and others interested in this country 
can be regarded as a desire to 
deprive her of this right. It would, 
however, be contradictory to all 
traditions that the foreign Powers 
should stand by and see China de- 
liberately embark upon a policy 
endangering her financial oredi 
without raising a note of warning. 
A mutual understanding gives 
Great Britain the right to tender 
specific advice, and this right has 
already been exercised. There 
should be no need for further in- 
sistence, and it is left to China not 
to create complications by adopting 
ja misguided policy. Great Britain's 
official contention is borne out by 
the unofficial expression of opinion 
of responsible British subjects in 
Shanghai, Hongkong and Tientsin, 
as wellas in London. If the names 
of those who have thus spoken be 
taken together, they represent a 
powerful section of Far Eastern 
interests. Their aim has been to

MANCHURIA. 


: February 13. 

Tr will be within the mark to 
say that no portion of the (‘hinese 
Empire at the present moment is 
receiving as much general attention 
as the three Eastern Provinces 
now united in the Manchurian 
Viceroyalty. Not only for Chinese 
whose hopes were naturally sot 
high on entering again upon their 
own heritage, but also for foreign- 
ers who must continually be on 
the look-out for increased facilities 





for commercial expansion, Man- 
churia exercises special attraction, 
and current events indicate that a 
solution of the problems confront- 
ing it in this territory is to prove 
possibly the hardest task imposed 
upon Chinese diplomacy. Neverthe- 
less little is actually known outside 
the three Provinces of the real 
condition of affairs obtaining there, 
and it is with the object of in- 
troducing such light as is able to 
penetrate into a dark tangle of 
divergent interests that our cor- 
respondent at Mukden begins in 
this issue a series of articles on the 
present position in the viceroyalty. 
The difficulties that beset i % 
Hea Shih-chang are well ox- 
emplified not only by the thorny 
questions he is called upon to 
settle and the unaccommodating 
attitude of those with whom he 
has to deal, but also by the 
attempts of his own countrymen to 
block his diplomatic career. As 
the object of repeated censure on 
the part of various individuals in 
Peking, it was thought that he 
would be recalled from his post or 
would resign in disgust, and a 
recent application for leave to 
return to Peking lent colour to the 
report that more changes were 
threatening the administration of 
Manchuria. Viceroy Hsu, how- 
ever, wished only to reply to the 
last denunciation against him, but 
as the Throne had refused ‘to allow 
its faith in him to be shaken by

MIRACLES MADE DIFFICULT. 
In the summer of 1901, it may be 
remembered, there was en unusually 
miraculous case of cured paralysis 
among the pilgrims to Lourdes. This 
is not to suggest that there may not 
hhave been many other cures at Lourdes 
before and since, but simply that the 
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one in question was particularly remark- 
able. The man who was cured had 
been abeolately powerless to move and 
practically dumb for some years, in 
consequence of a railway accident ; and 
his thighs had withered away to the 
thickness of an ordinary man’s wrist. 
‘Yet during the procession of the Host’ 
one afternoon he suddenly spoke ; on 
being set upon bis feet he staggered 
for some distance after the proces- 
‘on the following day he had 
gained visibly in strength ; and eventual- 
Ty, if wo remember correctly, he regained 
at least efficient use of limbs. The 
scientific explanation of the miracl 
was auto-suggestion, the impulse of 

ywerfal shock to the nervous system.

Photographs of the water wero taken 
‘and the mysterious psychic globules 
were found again, from which Dr, 
Baraduc deduces that the waters of 
Lourdes act upon patients in exact 
proportion to the vibrations of their 
Vitality, in other words, their deter- 
mination to be cared. In some degree 
this brings us beck to the scientific 
theories of nervous shock and anto- 
suggestion. But to some it will be 
simpler,—and quite as effective as a 
stimulus to the necessary exertion of

HAINAN. 
From Our Own Correspondent.

THI: LANOUAGE 

is Hainanese, and taking the Kiung- 
‘chou dislect ax a standard, is fairly 
good Hainanese; most of the minor 
differences are such as might naturally 
arise from being used by successive 
generations of betel-nut __chewers : 
initial ‘t’ ix thickened to ‘th’ aspirate, 
final ‘m" becomes ‘n' and final ‘p* 
off into an indistinct ‘t’ or ‘k'. 
‘The aborigines retain their own lan- 
guage, though most of the men under- 
stand Hainanese, In the capital of the 
prefecture, Ngaichin City, whose inhabit- 
‘ants are descendants of emigrants from 
Kiangsi- Province, Mandarin is in 
general use. There are two or three 
Haka illages near Sama and Longtui, 

Cantonese is used by the boat 
rae who are much in evidence at 
several of southern ports. The 
Mohammedans whe occupy one village 
pear Sama, have » language of their 
own. 














YoOT-RINDING 
‘is not general, and where it is practised 
consists only in wearing « home-made 
cloth shoe that is too short, and too 
narrow at the toe, causing the toes to 
be deformed and the instep to bulge up ; 
no bandages are worn, and the shoes 
are dispensed with after a few years, 
for in these southern districts the 
women are the farmers. 

Perhaps owing to the active out- 
door life led by the mothers, these 
southern people seem to be superior 
in stature and strength to those of 
northern Hainan. 

THE USE OF OPIUM 
is not so general either as in other parts 
of the island, though opium can be 
obtained in nearly every market and 
village along the route, as I learned 
from an opium smoking carrier who 
accompanied our party. In one village 
of 10,000 inhabitants I was told that 
in the older generation (men of from 
fifty to seventy) there were many opinm. 
smokers among the wealthy, but that 
among men in their prime, only chair 
coolies and carriers are addicted to the 
use ; one hears of an occasional case of 
the discontinuance of the habit with the 
aid of anti-opinm pills. 

THE COCOA-NUT PALM 
is fonnd in the south in all its glory. 








Doubtless the finest orchards are those 
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in the vicinity of “Yulingkan Bay 
(marked Jiblim on the map). Cocoa- 
nuts are shipped by junk to points on 
the mainland of China. The braided 
Teaves of the cocos-nut tree are largely 
wed to form the walls of theteh-roofed 
‘way such houses are 
‘traveller can find in which to spend 
the night, and in Samaken I was 
invited to's house warming given by a 
captain who bad that day moved his 
family into a large and airy new house, 
constructed entirely of cocoa-nut palm 
eaves, thatch and bamboo, with a few 
upright posts of heavier timber.

or aborigines of Hainan live in the 
interior of Lengtui and Ngaichiu and 
other districts, but have retained « 
foothold on the sea coast at two places 
on Dinkio and Yulingkan Bays. They 
tare reported to be in fairly good order 
at present, and Hainanese traders 
amongst them are numerous, but none’ 
go without Loi escorts. The officials 
invite the Loi headmen out once a year 
to a big feast, at which time the Loix 
are admonished to keep quiet ; they bave 
been ordered not ‘o carry firearms ex- 
cept when acting ss escort to par- 
ties of Hainanese traders.

r aceording to the mode of travel. 
fone is in achair the roads may be 
considered fair ; if afoot and in rainy 
weather, those lying through paddy 
fields are certainly poor, though for the 
many miles in which the beach is the 
highway, nothing better could be wish- 
ed for when the tide is out. Horse- 
back is the most delightful mode of 
travelling, except when crossing the 
‘numerous streams and then one is led 
to wonder whether the expression 
“ Never cross a bridge till you come to 
it” did not originate in the mind of 
horseback traveller in Hainan. The 

idges of plank or betelnut tree poles 
are high, narrow and rickety and 
‘are generally unsafe for a pony. The 
streams are of uncertain depth to ford 
and often one finds » harmless-looking 
hole more difficult to cross than a 
stream ; the ferry boats were not built 
specially for horses either, and some of 
the canoe-like boats are tipped over 
‘a pony 80 much as lifts s foot during 
the passsage.

‘TRE PIRATES. 
The question, “Where are the 
pirates?” which hesded my last com- 
moi yn seemed about to be answered 
when exciting rumours came here on 
Tuesday that the small town of Tin- 
chasah, sitaated not far from Kazay 
and near the Kiangsu border, was 
ieged by them. The number was 
variously estimated at from one hundred. 
to a thonsand. There was evidently 
some official report, as about two hun- 
dred soldiers were hurried off to the 
scene as quickly as boats could be 
provided to transport them. ‘The mat- 
ter of transport seems to give the 
officials some trouble. As soon as it 
was known that boats were wanted to 
take soldiers to the neighbourhood of 
bandits, they began to make themselves 
very scarce. I was much surprised to 
see a number of boats hurrying into 
the city and congregating in a small 
quiet basin near the East gate. The 
boat people were evidently excited and 
inquiry brought out the fact they were 
running from the soldiers, fearing that 
they would be impressed. A visit to 
one of the public boat landings, where 
some tens of boats are usually to 
be found waiting for business, served * 
to verify th Statement, as not one 
boat was in sight except ar 
boat.” It is said that only shoe et 
price is paid for transporting soldiers 
and that the boats are generally so 
crowded that more or less damage is 
done to the boat. Nor do the boat 
pecple relish being brought into close 
contact with the pirates even if they 
are loaded with soldiers. No further 
news has come from the reported siege 
and perhaps the sarcastic remark mado 
by a Chineso to your correspondent has 
foundation in truth, “I do not know 
where the soldiers have gone, but you 
may be sure they have not go 
kwangdan (pirates), 
The officials are apparently awake to 
the importance of doing something 
put a stop to the depredations of 
robbers of all sorts, but no effective 
plans for heading them off or surround- 


























| ing them have been hit upon. Only 


six hundred of the promised fifteen 
hundred troops from Kiangsu have 
actually arrived, but others are expected. 
I was misinformed when I reported that. 
‘one thousand had already come. I 
understand that they are asking the 
Governor to send gunboste to their 
assistance, as they are not accustomed 
to fighting on the water, but I cannot 
‘vouch for the accuracy of this state- 
ment. Indeed it is very difficult to 
get reliable information.

What might have proved a serious 
disturbance occurred in a restaurant 
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on Tuesday between soldiers and the 
proprietor. There was some dispute 
about the account, which ended in » 
fight. One onlooker was cut on the 
head and two soldiers were arrested.

From reports which have reached 
one and from what I bave seen I 
should estimate that the land given up 
to opiam cultivation around the big 
cities of Yunnan has been lessened by 
third, but in the districts which 
‘are far from city influence the Im- 
perial Editts have not made mach 
difference as yet. The problem is 
serious one for this poor province. It 
pays for its imports largely in opium 
and as yet there is nothing to take 
the place of this drug as an export. 
‘Many years ago mining was one of the 
great industries of Yunnan and there 
are the remains of flourishing mines to 
be ween in very many places, bat 
here again the cupidity of the man- 
darins bad killed the goose which laid 
the golden eggs. ‘The royalties are so 
excessive, amounting often to 30 or 40 
per cent, that private enterprise has 
given up the mines. It would be wise 
ifthe Government allowed the mines 
to be worked without demanding royal- 
ties, as only in this way can a severe 
economical crisis be averted. 

‘The man in the street does not yot 
believe that opium is to disappear. 
fe is waiting on events and swallow- 
ing the drag as usual. 

‘At Suifa, Szechuan, from which I am 
redding this, the opium campaign is 
in a parlous state. Up to date no 
official has appeared on the scene with 
moral power enough to lessen the great 
opium evil. The dens where the drug 
is sold and smoked are a sight to make 
all true friends of China shoilder, This 
great Empire in her hour of need 
wants all the sympathy and help which 
‘ood people the whole world over can 
Give her. 

















EDocaTION. 

The Government schools in Yiinnan- 
fu have not yet been the success which 
was wished for. A constant change of 
plans has meant s constant disappoint- 
‘ment of the students and the grumbling 
is loud and deep. Still more serious is 
the moral condition of affairs in that 
great city. On Sundays when the 
students are allowed to roam at will 
the baser elements of the city cater for 
the amusement of the young fellows 
‘and the resalts are disastrous, Many 
students go up from our provincial 
towns fall of hope and anticipation, and 
the majority of them are led astray to 
the great grief of their friends. Here 
is a position which Chins does not yet 
know how tu deal with. Ifthe Y. M. 
©. A. or one of our great western 
universities would start a large mission 
in Yénnanfa making the care of the 
students its special work, it would be 
earning the eternal thanks of the best 
‘of the Chinese. Here is a great need’ 
and a great opportunity. The work 
needs to be started at once. 

HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 

Your correspondent with a comple of 

‘companions has been travelling towards 
the capital of Szechuan, In passing 
through the border district to the South 
lof Suifa we happened to see something 
of a smart bit of highway robbery. A 
convoy of opium and silver was proceed- 
ing leisurely down the road running by 
the Hen River. Suddenly twenty arm- 
ed men pounced down on part of the 
convoy. Three boxes of opium werd 
‘and 3,600 ounces of the drag 
In addition a basket con- 
taining 1,300 tacls of silver was 
captured. Some workmen in the fields 
were impressed and in a very short 
time highwaymen and loot were lost 
in the hills, The ery was raised and 
forty soldiers were sent in pursuit, but 
the robbers had about an hoar’s start 
and got clean off to the great chagrin

The motion convening the meeting 
having been read, the first basiness— 
the election of Councillors for the 
ensuing year—was proceeded with, The 
Chairman announced that he had 
received five nominations in the regular 
form, and that these being within the 
number prescribed by the Land Re- 
gulations, he declared the five no- 
minees, Messrs. Byworth, Danby. 
Newman, Starkey, and. Tamplin, to be 
daly elected. 

Resolution I.—* That the report for 
1907 be adopted and the accounts be 
swan proposed by Mr. Starkey 
and seconded by Mr. Danby. Carried. 
In moving the adoption of the report, 
Mr, Starkey made ithe following com- 
ments :— 

+ Opium Lioences.—Under instructions 
received by the Council through H.M. 
Consul from H.M. Minister at Peking, 
these licenses are revocable at any ti , 
‘and are not to be renewed after ex, 
date, The Hongs concerned have pad 
notified of this. 

Senitation.—On the urgent repre 
sentations of the Municipal Health 
Officer, the following sanitary measures , 
are being carried out, viz. 

1.—The Police Station, being too 
small to accommodate the present native 
force, arrangements are being made 
so that not more thao two men shall 
‘oveapy one roomiin the future. A Sick 
Bay and Health Officer's Consulting 
Room are being 

2.—Drainage.—The main drain is 
being extended ont to the river-side at 
low water by means of concrete pipes, 
thas clearing the foreshore of 
sewage, The stagnant pools have all 
been drained off. 

The drains in the Concession will in 
fature be flushed at least twice month- 
ly, and chloride of lime will be freely 
used for disinfecting purposes. 

The occapante of dwelling houses 
will be urged to keep their servante’ 
quarters and courtyards cleaned and 
disinfected with Jeyes’ fluid: oie 
Couneil rely upon the co- 
operation of the foreign commonity in 
efsctng these sanitary measares. 

3.—Regarding the proposal to licence 
dairies and laundries, the success of 
this measure is also entirely dependent 
upon the support given by the com- 
manity. 

The cases of sickness reported upon 
by the Health Officer were, for the 
‘most part, contracted outside the 
Concession. i 
Dr. Lynch stated that in bis experience 
but a few cases of serious diseases among 
the residents could be proved to have 
originated in the Concession. 

As stated in the Report, the Water 
Supply is the best obtainable at present. 
If the projected Waterworks for the 
‘Native quarters are established, as ap- 










































pears very probable, a supply will no 
oabt be made available for Concession

use. The Council are not prepared to 
prevent the carrying of water from the 
foreshore by coolies from the suburbs, 
as any attempt of this kind would prob- 
ably engender very bad feeling. 

‘While engaging to use every possible: 
means fof improving the sanitation of 
the British Concession, the Council fear 
this will not materially benefit the 
health of the residents as long as they 
are hemmed in by a densely-popalated 
native subarb, fall of disease and filthy 
beyond expression. Until the Chinese 
authorities take earnestly in hand the 
sanitary control of their streets, these 
will continu’ to be @ source of the 
greatest danger to the public health. 

Resolution II.—* That a rate of one 
per cent onthe assessed value of land 
be collected from the registered lessees, 
as a land tax, payable half-yearly in 
advance,” was proposed by Mr. Danby

Revenue.—The total amount of re- 
venue received during the year is Tis. 
14,743.98, against an estimate of Tle, 
14,935. 
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Expenditure —The total paid out is 
Th. 14,867.84, against Tls. 11,935, 
‘as estimated. 

Land Assessment.—aA revised assess- 
ment of land values in the Concession 
has yielded a revenue of Tls. 4,247.50. 

Licences have been issued, as 
thorized by the Land Regulations. 
Acting upon a suggestion from H.B.M. 
Government to close the opium hongs 
in the Concession concnrrently with 
similar action by the Chinese Authori- 
in the suburbs, these hongs were 
notified that their licences would not 
bo renewed after expiry date. As, 
however, little or nothing appeat 
have been done by the Chinese officials 
in this direction, the Council will ask 
the electors to renew these licences for 
‘one year only, and on a higher scale. 




















Secretariat.—In order to enable In-| nt Lot 


spector Bowern to devote his undivided 
jtention to the Municipal Police, the 
Council decided to appoint a permanent 
Secretary, and Mr. J. McGregor, 

of the Shanghai-Nanking Railway was 
engaged for two years from November 
1 for the post, his duties inolud- 
ing the supervision of all out-door 
contract work in tho Concession, and 
the Extra-Concession Roads, « welcome 
relief to those members of the Council 
who had -been charged with these 
fonctions. Mr. McGregor has given 
satisfaction, and has proved a very 
useful member of the Municipal staff. 

In view of the inconvenience for 
Secretarial purposes and Council meet~ 
ings of the Municipal Board-room, it 
was decided to rent a centrally situated 
room for the purpose. This was pro- 
vided throngh the kindness of Messrs, 
Jardine, Matheson & Company on their 
Lot No. 3, at a nominal rent ; and it 
is hoped this accommodation will be 
available uutil at some later time the 
Council are lodged in their own build~ 
ing on.Lot No 18. 

Police.—The {nspector’s report is 

appended. 

Police Station and other Municipal 
Buildings have been kept ia repair. 

Lighting.—The lighting of the con- 
wession streets still leaves much to be 
desired ; the oil lamps being wasteful, 
giving insufficient light 
needing repairs. The 
opinion that electric lighting should 
receive the consideration of the electors. 
With thi W, estimates for » com- 
pleto electric plant are being invited, 
and it is hoped to lay them before the 
general meeting. 

‘Fire Engine.—The fire engine is in 
fair order, as well as the hose. Some 
new appliances for use at fires are 
needed. 
Fires.—No fires occurred in the 
Concession, and only two, comparatively 
small, in the vicinity : namely one in 
the 8.N.R. Yard, and another on the 
‘West Gate street. 

Drainage. Il the drains have been 
periodically flushed and disinfected as 
far as possible. The main drain exten- 
sion work, had been postponed in view 
of the foreshore Reclamation Scheme 
Being still under consideration ; but 

recognizing the urgency of this sanitary 
measure the Qouncil have bought a supply 
of concrete pipes which will be laid down

over the foreshore from the mouth: of 
the drain to the river ; thus it is hoped 
that the nuisance and danger to health 
arising from the exposed drainage mat- 
ter will be materially abated, As the 
entire sewage of the extensive Chinese

Bund Frontage and Jetties—The 
Bund stone facing requires small re- 
pairs ; and the permanent cargo jetty 
6 has snffered somewhat from 
gales and the cargo boat traffic. They 
now being repaired, and a new 
to replace the eastern one, is 
run out to tow water mark ; also 
a picce of the foreshore between this 
and the old jetty is being filled in for 
the convenience of handling cargo. In 
order to avoid the annual expense for 
temporary extension of the Municipal 
jetty, it is advisable to carry it 
‘out in solid form to the water's 
edge, in the same manner as the cargo 
jetties ; its appearance as s summer 
resort for residents might be further 
improved by planting shade trees along 
the 

The Canton Guild have promised » 
contribution of $500 towards the up- 
keep of the public jetties, stipulating, 
however. that this shall not form a 
precedent. 

Gates.—Repairs to the south-east, 
‘and south-west gates have been mad 
the other barrier gates will need attention 
during the coming year. 

Water Supply.—Early in the year a 
Water Power Station was constructed 
at a cost of Tis. 1,460, on the urgent 
recominendation of the Municipal Health 
Officer, giving s constant supply of 
the cleanest water procurable from the 
river with the means at hand. Although 
far from being an ideal. measure, it is 
admitted to be an improvement upon 
the former method of a water-boat. 
Under the circumstances to be 
regretted that’ this new system is not 
receiving more support. 

Sanitation. Obitnuary.—The Council 
have to deplore the death of their 
Health Officer, the Inte Dr. J. A. 
Lynch, who fell a victim to “ fa 
fever,” contracted in gratuitously 
attending the destitute refugees 
who swarmed in the —neighbour- 
hood. He had been for some 
twenty years attached to the Municipal 
staff, during which time he rendered 
valuable services in his department. 
His successor, Dr. Urbanék, was ap- 
pointed last’ antumn, and is now 
inaugurating many useful reforms in 
Municipal sanitation. Among others, 
he urges the immediate necessity of 
founding a hospital for both foreigners 
‘and Chinese. It is sincerely hoped this 
Institation will meet with ungradging 
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support. A sunny of Dr. Urbanck 
Report is appended. 
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Trees.—The Works Committee are 
in correspondence with the Shanghai 
Municipal Council for a small supply of 
shade trees to fill up gens in the streets. 

plain— 
Native Benevolent 
Society, which undertook the impound— 
ing and disposal of Chinese ownerlesss 
dogs infesting the. Concession, dis— 
continued their useful work, and so far 
no other bumane method has been 
devised to rid our streets of these pests. 
The matter is now being taken up 
sain, ‘and should not be lost sight of. 
ry —There have been four 
Berd during the year. The 
ground has been kept in repair, the 
paths metalled and drained, flowers 
planted, and the trees pruned, etc. 
‘The caretaker's house has been re-roof- 
ed and generally repaired. 

Extra-Concession Roads.—The care 
and unkeep of these roads was taken 
over from the Recreation Fund for 
convenience sake, a certain portion of 
the volantary subscriptions being paid 
into the Council against the expense. 
The Chairman had for a time im- 
mediate charge of the work, and later 
the Municipal Secretary, as above 
mentioned. A Municipal constable 
continues to patrol the Maloo, and 
another policeman had been engaged 
for duty on the Camp Road. A 
special grant from the Manicipal 
funds enabled the Committee to build a 
hut for the roadmen and the policemen ; 
and a piece of ground has been leased 
on the above road for eight years at a 
small monthly rental. Through the 
kindness of the Shanghai-Nanking 
Railway Administration plentiful 
supply of ballast has been obtained 
from the tunnel shaft; this has been 
found sufficient to metal the whole 
roadway from the South exit of the 
Maloo to the Victoria Park, tl 
providing an excellent road, dry in all 
weathers. The Council are further 
under great obligation to Mr. Paxton 
and the Committee of the Central 
China Famine Relief Fund, who placed 
‘at their disposal a large’ number of 
refugee men, by ‘which means the 
unsightly slopes of the Camp and 
Ladies’ Mile Roads were covered 
with grass turf, and they were also 
employed in carrying the ballast from 
the tunnel shaft for use. The principal 
roads have been kept in ofder through- 
out the year. 

Although not strictly within their 
province, the Council cannot close their 
Report without a reference to the con- 
dition of the so-called Gap Road, 
and a hope that means may te found to 
‘out a good level road, of not less than 
20-ft. in width throngh the Ching (“hi 
Ling Gap, leading from the Maloo

altogether too narrow for the traffic ;

The discipline 
of the force as well as the efficiency has 
been well maintained during the past 
year, and the sergeants have carried 
‘out their duties in a very satisfactory 
manner, in particular in the extreme 
discretion used in dealing with the 
thousands of somewbat unraly refugees 
that flocked through the Concession 
from the north of China, 

Certain prowotions took place on 
account of P. 8. No. 3 being lent to 
Captain Hilton-Johnson for daties as a 
private servant. 

Two deaths occurred among the 
native constables aod 7 men were dis- 
missed for various acts of misconduct, 
new men being engaged in their place. 
At present the native force consists of 

‘eihaiwei men and 7 local men. 

‘The sick list has been high through- 
‘out the year and consisted principally 
of malarial’ fever. With such a num- 
ber of sick men the policing of the 
Concession has been a matter of con 
sidorable difficulty. 

‘The lessons in English have been 
discontinued since June owing to the 

clerk and teacher having been dis- 
charged. The Police made little pro- 
gress with the lessons with one 





‘A Census of the Concession was 
taken on the 16th of March and re- 
salted a8 follows: Chinese, 1,574; 
British, 35 ; Americans, § ; Norwegians, 

* 63 Germans, 8; French, 1; Japanese, 
17; Total, 1,654. Police Rules have 
‘been issued to esch member of the force 
and thoroughly explained to them. 

‘The Inepector's agreement has been 
renewed for a further period of two 
years; also 18 Constables and Ser- 
‘geants. Seven local men are under 
6 months’ probation. 

Three Europeans have been arrested 
in the Concession by the Inspector. 
One for attempting to leave the Con- 
cession without paying his account for 

is purchased ; the other two for 
uttering worthless notes. Of the three 
men arrested two were British and one 
vas American, and they were dealt with 
by their respective Consuls. There was 

also another case where the Inspector 
poe ‘an American outside the Con- 
cewion for swindling in Shanghai.

tune and the performer's absolute fide- 
lity to it.

, Sm,—With regard to the interest- 
ing article in your issue of January 18, 
1908, on finger-prints, perhaps some 
of your correspondents can ‘answer the 
following queries. (1) Is the “loop” 
found to bo the commonest type among 
English or European people ? I find the 
iral, said to be almost universal with 
the 8. African coolies, uncommon, at 
least, among the impressions I hy 
collected. (2) Is the “double loop

tioned in the article, but I have some 
splendid examples of it as a distinct

have met. (8) Do your torresjiondente 
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find any such. indications of character| 
as are suggested by the Criminal Class’s 
association with the.“ arch” type? 
Personally I do not find .character, but 
I have . suspected temperament to be 
indicated by the appearance of the lines ;

on them as rare finds, certainly, but as- 
sociated with genias rather than criminal 
propensities! As one-of my “arches 
is a well-known personage in Shanghai, 
and another is .a saintly woman in 
England, I must say that much ‘io 
their defence! (4) While the ridge- 
marks do not change throughout 
life, do the bars and cross-lines 
which cover some —_finger-prints 
exist and persist as unchanging- 
ly? I fancy they alter n great deal, 
and have much more record in them 
of the present life of the wearer. 
(5). Are the fingers of monkeys 
marked with anything like the same’ 
classifications as men? We haven't 
live or dead monkeys easily procurable 
where I am; bat perhaps Shanghai 
investigators can oblige! (6). Lastly, 
is there a good name for this sci 
of the finger-prints, or would “ 
logy " do for « time?

‘We havo.enbmitted the above queries 
to s finger-print expert, who supplies 
the following answers :— 

(A) Is the “loop” found to be the 
commonest type among English or 
European Je? should say 
“Yes,” as I find after many years’ 
experience that the “loop” is the 
commonest type of impression of the 
haman race, be they European, Asiatic 
or natives..of the southern hemisphere ; 
at the same time it must be noted that 
with. the Chinese coolies in South Africa 
the whorl or spiral type predominates. 

(2) Is the “double loop” a re- 
cognized class? This type of im- 
pression is technically called the “« Twin 
Loop,” as..it has two deltas and two 
centre cores, and as at first glance it 
gives one the idea it is @ whorl, it ie 
treated as such and given the same nu- 
merical value in the primary classifica~ 
tion ; it differs from other impressions 
inasmuch that special attention is paid to 
it in the second classification, Certainly 
twin loops are very uncommon, although 
Thave come across good many in the 
last five years. 

(3). Do your correspondents find any 
such indications <i hay as are 
suggested by the Criminal Class’s as- 
rodation (Scotland yard. C. I. D) 
with the arch type? 

From my own personal experience I 
have found no indication of character or 
temperament in the prints beyond the 
impressions of a man who earns 
daily bread by physical or manual work;

i Wee “Bouse ia - 
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ment, at lesst seven per cent have arches 
in one on more of the digits. The 
Criminal Investigation Department of 
Scotland Yard has found it a coincid- 
ence that the arch type ie., ridges 
without any loop or circular movement, 
occur frequently in the classification of 
the criminal’s finger-prints. Whilst 
in Durban (Jacob’s Camp) I took the 
finger impressions of a bishop, “and 
before taking the impression I quoted 
the police theory, only to find his 
Lordship had very clear arches in both 
thambs. I merely mention this’ en 
passant that any one possessing arches 
need not necessarily have criminal pro- 
pensities, 

(4). Some bars and cross-lines do 
exist unchangingly, but they greatly de- 
pend upon how they were formed; creases 
on the finger tips and indentations 
have ® white line, but ss the person 
grows older, and gradually grows stout- 
er, these creases fill up. No notice is 
taken of these marks in contrasting 
and comparing prints. Bat in the case 
of a severe cat on the finger, the ob- 
literated ridges rem: till death, a 
quick sign of identification when the 
ridges of the fingers are eaten away, as 
in the case of a man working in a 
‘chemical factory. 

(5) Are the fingers of monkeys 
marked with anything like the same 
classifications as men ? 

I have tried several experiments with 
African monkeys, and baboons, and

this letter to deal with. It is suffi 
to state that the man considered that 
there had been no proper’ inquiry into

The authorities 
are greatly disturbed and have tele- 
graphed to the Governor at Hangchow 
asking for instructions.

ever made with for ers, the muddle 
over the Soohangoing railway loan 
is sure to be settled before long upon 
the same basis. The negotiations are 
now carried on by T.E. Wang Ta- 
hsieh and Shéog Hsian-huai without 
HE. Liang Tun-yen, Acting Junior 
Vice-President of the Waiwupu. 

The true reason for the suspension 
of the order to send the Peiyang army 
corps to Chékiang, to put down the 
Fiots, was a memorial from Viceroy 
Toan Fang, who states that to 
send northern troops to suppress. 
southern disturbances would only in- 
crease the excitement of tho people in 
South China, because northerners and 
southerners cannot agree. 

THE PEKIN srNDICATE. 

The agreement concluded between 
Judge Ting Pao-chuan on behalf of 
the people of Shansi and of the Pekin 
Syndicate has been by 
Waiwupa, so that the matter is only 
waiting the recognition of the British 
Minister here.

Some time ago those interested 
in the proposed line advertised in the 
Chinese papers for tenders for the 
construction of the line. No less than 
five German firms of Tientsin sent 
down representatives to Taiyuan to 
secure the contract. Fortunately 
it was not secured by any of them. 
Otherwise the matter would certainly 
have ended in litigation, for the Tangpu 
Railway Company has ‘no money at atl 
to build the line. 

The Inte Governor of Shansi pro- 
posed to collect an additional tax on 
the corn and wheat fields throughout 
the province to meet the requirements 
of the line. But the peasants raised 
great opposition and the schemo was, 
therefore, abandoned. 

The “Chin Pao” or Shansi 
News" (the word “ Chin" is another 
name for Shansi) st Taiyuan was 
recently compelled to close its doors for 
having published lenders in favour 
of inviting wealthy Chinese merchants 
and others from Singapore, Hongkong 
and Shanghai to Shansi to work the 
vast mineral deposits in conjanction 
with the natives, But the latter have 
nounced that the digging of coal, etc., 
their traditional property and occupa- 
tion, and that they will continue to keep 
it without outside assistance.

Government service. 


Their Excellencies Tih Liang and 
Li Hai-hoan pointed ont that in 
view of his long service and great 
experience in the I. M. C., the actual 














| Deputy Inspector-General is undoubted 


ly the most suitable man for the res- 
ponsible post during the absence of the 
Inspector-General in Europe. The 
Memorialists, therefore, strongly 
mend that Sir Robert Bredon be appoint- 
ed Acting-Inspector-General so as to 
ensure the maintenance of efficiency 
in the Customs; which is the most im- 
portant and soundest financial asset: 
of the Chinese Empire at the present 
moment. As an appropriate honour 
Sir Robert Bredon should be given the 
brevet rank of a Provincial Treasurer 
so as to place him on an equal 
footing with the Provincial Trea- 
surers, Judges and Territorial and 
Oustoms Taotais in the various 
Provinces.

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ATTEMPTED ESCAPE 
FROM THE

Mukden, February 1, 1908. 
‘THE VICEROY's TOUR. 

No easy task is that of Viceroy Hsu 
Shih-chang in Manchuris at the present 
day. territory is more heterogene- 
ons than any other viceroyalty in China, 
and whatever course of action he 
pursues he is sure to meet with 
censure, either openly expressed, as has 
already been demonstrated, or conveyed

In Harbin the chief difficulty 
visA-vis the Chinese and foreigners, 
not Russians, is fitly summarized in the 
regalations adopted in January by the 
Rassian community for the municipal 
administration of that city. Harbin was 
opened by China as a port of interna- 
tional residence and trade in January 
1907, but nothing faintly indicative of 
itatus can be found in these re- 
which determine the mode of 
government of the port and the con- 
ditions under which property shall be 
acquired and business transacted within 
its limits. In the agreement which the 
Basso-Chinese Bank effected with the 
Chinese Government in 1896 regarding 
settlements along the line of the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway, “no authority 
exists for regulations of the nature of 
those ‘just adopted, nor is there a 
other understanding or agreement in 
existence warranting the assumptions 
they contain. The regulations them- 
selves are in the objects aimed at, such 
ss education, municipal improvement of 
baildings and streets, supervision of 
police, more compact organization etc., 
hopefal. Harbin unquestionably needs 
regulations of this kind ; the trouble, or 
the seed of trouble, lies not in the 
regulations themselves, bat in the 
manner by which they are brought’ 
into operation, and the point of view 
on the part of the framers which they 
indicate.

Manchuria as they were before the war, 
and it is clear to the most casaal 
observer that, although the Russians 
are courteous to # travelling Chinese 

I, the Chinese cannot respect the 
Russians as a ruling and admivistrati 
class. What North Manchuria necds 
is a strict observance of treaty 
ns and obligations, leading 
to the growth of sound political and 
commercial status which will attract 
the investment of capital. ‘The region 
is rich enongh in agriculture, timber 
‘and minerals, the labour is at hand, 
and transportation facilities are avail- 
able. But far greater than any un- 
‘easiness regarding conditions in North 
Mancharia is the apprehension of the 
provincial government as to Chinese 
sovereignty io Central Manchuria, 
The Postal and Telegraph negotia- 
tions still hang fire and the Chientao 
boundary is unsettled ; meanwhile the 
Inpanese appear to be proceeding as if 
there could be no doubt as to their 
own claims. 














THE JAPANESE SPHERE. 


As for conditions at Kuangchengtzw 
and Kirin as the Viceroy found them, 
they may be briefly stated. When one 
crosses from the Russian into the Japs- 
nese zone at Changchun, one passes from . 
semi-stagnation into ‘the appearance of 
great activity, although efficiency in 
Japanese enterprise is not more marked. 


‘8 | Wherever inefficiency is found south of 


Changchun, however, it is never the 
result of corruption and weakness on 
the part of the Japanese, 

Since December 1, the Japanese and 
Russian terminal ions at Ertaokou 
‘and Palipao respectively have been 
joined, the Russian broad gauge and 
the Japanese narrow gange running 
side by side over the one mile which 
‘separates the stations. The time tables 
‘of the two roads have also been mutual- 
ly arranged so that through passenger 
service may now be effected conveniently 
and no loss of time, the waits 
being, if the trains are on time, not 
‘more than 30 minutes. 

But the Japanese have now run off 
north-eastward a great curving spur of 
track which terminates in their new 











freight station and yards at West 
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Changchun, half way between the 
Russian station and barracks and the 
Chinese city at Kuangchengtzu. The 
new station is directly on the survey of 
the projected branch line to Kirio, a 
part of the permanent way for which the 
Japanese have already begun. This 
freight terminus, we are informed on the 
best of anthority, the Japanese intend 
to establish ultimately as their station 
for both freight and passenger traffic, 
making » second stop at Palipao for 
through passengers from the north or 
compelling another extension from West 
Changchun to the Russian station. 
‘West Changchun is the name given to 
the new Japanese settlement of about 
1,000 acres which has been seized by 
the railroad and independent colonists 
on the land originally set apart for an 
international foreign _ settlement. 
Several substantial brick buildings 
have already been put up, including the 
Railrond Hotel-Club which is the most 
prominent feature in the landscape, 
surmounting little bill, with » tall 
flag-staft from which flies the South 
Manchuria Railway's flag. ‘The Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha aud the Yokohama 
Bpecie Bank are well established, and a 
colony of more than 2,000 Japanese, 
containing the somewhat dispropor 
tionate quota of 80 disorderly houses, is 
rapidly increasing. 

The railroad facilities are, however, 
totally nnable to cope with the freight 
traffic they have undertaken, Bean 
sacks, bean cake, tobacco, mushrooms, 
piece goods, cart wheels and other 
articles. of export and import are 
stacked in piles twenty feet high all 
around’ the station which they hide 
from’ view. From a distance, at the 
time of the Viceroy's visit, the place 
resembled some colossal ant-bill, with 
Chinese carts for ants crawling for ever 
in and out of the mountain of produce 
which each contribution swelled. 

In response to the repeated impor- 
tunities of the Japanese, a Chinese 
engineer is now engaged upon the 
survey of the Kirin-Changchun line. 
According to the terms of their con- 
vention ‘the Chinese must borrow 50 
percent of the capital necessary for 
this enterprise from the Japanese. The 
Inttet have experienced so much 
difficulty in floating their own loan of 
£4,000,000, that they are offering the 
Chinese the stipalated 50 per cent at 
‘a rate of interest compensatory to 
themselves, but considerably in excess 
of the rate obtainable by the Chinese 
on the open market. In consequence 
matters are not going forward rapidly. 














THE DROAD 188UR. 
To one who lives in Manchuria 
it is not the abstract questions, 
naturally important as they may be, 
which are so striking, as the specific 
incidents, singly unimportant, which, 
taken en masse, make up concrete 
case and must operate prejudicially 
upon the larger questions. It is these 
specific experiences, whic! 
of different nationalities i 
share, which are beginning to bulk up 
in a manner deserving attention. The 
repeated complaints from widely diver- 
gent sources of the incivilities of 
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the Japanese railway employees and 
guards ; the insolence of the Japanese 
in the ‘streets ; repeated instances of 
Japanese occupation of Chinese pro- 
perty either without any recompense 
whatever, or with a payment less than 
half the market value; the power- 
less or unwillingness of _ local 
Japanese officials to punish Japan- 
ese law-breakers, even on the 
complaint of a ‘foreign consul, as 
recently in the case of the German' 
Consulate at Mukden ; the deliberate 
breaking open of a Chinese mail bag at 
Liaoyang ;—it is incidents such as 
these which are bringing down upon the 
Japanese the resentment alike of 
‘Chinese and foreigners in Manchu 

It is important to bear in mind, 
however, that one unpleasant incident 
begets a frame of mind in an observer 
of, or @ sufferer from, that incident, 
which unavoidably colours future 
experiences, and may prejudice fair 
judgement. It is also very important 
never to forget the Golden Rule in this 
national as well as in other personal 
relations. This is an exceedingly 
trying period for Japan, the most 
difficult, not even excepting the last 
‘war, through which she has passed. It 
is therefore unfair to judge her hastily 
now. One must remenber that it is 
never the best strata of people which 
follow armies intoa Innd newly opened 
by war, and that it isno easy matter to 
administrate a large, new establishment 
like railroad, for example, in » 
strange and uncomfortable land among 
an alien people. 

What we should like to be sure of! 
in Manchuria is that fair play is i 
tended; that what appear to be evi- 
dences of bad treaty faith are not 
premeditated, but due to varions causes, 
the exigencies of a situation, divergent 
in origin and difficult to control. Could 
such reassurance be given and support- 
ed by some tangible evidence, that

CRIMINALS CURED 
BY SURGERY. 


Is crime a disease ?—is a question 
that has often been pnt forward during 
the nineteenth century, and though 
is now generally recognized that hered- 

inging and surroundings are 
h of the world’s 
crime, there are at the present day few 
[persons who wonld be bold enough to 
proclaim that criminal instincts are a 
disease in the same degree as mumps, 
measles and scarlet fever. Early last 
year Dr. Bernard Hollander, one of 
the foremost mental specialists of the 
day, announced a successful cure of 
mental derangement by _trephining. 
In a lecture before the Incorporated 
British Phrenological Society Dr. Hol- 
Iander stated that, in his own experience, 
fifty eases of injury of a particular 
locality of the brain were followed by 
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serious mental depression and melan- 
cholia ; one-half of these cases were 
‘subsequently operated upon, when the 
Patients regained their normal mental 
conditi He showed that blows and 
falls on another region were followed 
by violent and homicidal mania; on 
another iregion by kleptomani 3 
and that when the source of irritation 
was removed, the excited faculty was 
restored to normal acti 

He concluded by relating 
‘boy, aged sixteen, who was a liar, 
thief and bully. Yet this boy, after the 
removal of @ strip of bone from his 
skull was restored to perfect morality. 
An incision along the top of the head 
revealed traces of an old injury. Tre- 
panning was successfully performed, 
‘and when the boy bad recovered he not 
only lost bis bad propensities but show- 
ed higher moral feelings. 

The publication of Dr. Hollander's 
lecture led, a few days later, to the 
appearance in Marylebone Police Court 
of & Mrs. Staples, who desired to find a 
doctor who would treat her son, who 
was sitmilarly afflicted. Tho magistrate 
evidently had not read the lecture, for 
he was unable to help the distressed 
mother. 

Dr. Hollander’s experiment in cer- 
tainly victory for phrenology, - 
which, after steadily growing in 
popular favour for the first brit 




















of last century, became discredited by 
the appearance of ignorant and uo- 
educated exponents who knew nothing 
of the science or of the functions of the 
brain. 


It owes its origin to Dr. F. 
in who, as 
toa lunatic asylum at Vienna, 
led opportunites for study- 
jing the diseased brain and for observing 
the correspondence between the form 
of the head and the special delusions 
of each patient. He began to lecture 
‘on the subject in 1796. Opposition 
on the part of the authorities in Vienna 
led him to travel through Northern 
Enrope, accompanied by one of his 
most distingnished pupils, Dr. Spurz- 
heim, The latter visited Great Britain, 
where he lectured for four years, and it 
was while at Edinburgh that he met 
George Combe, who, by a long course of 
observation and study, became the best 
English exponent of the science. Combe 
wasan unwilling convert, but Spurzheim 
succeeded in convincing him of the 
genuineness of his deductions. .In spite 
of the opposition of the great mass of 
his countrymen, Combe succeeded in 
convincing such men as Sic James 
Clarke, Physician to the Queen ; Sir 
James Forbes, ¥. 
Dr. William Gregory 
Physician of Hanwell Asylum, and Dr. 
Abernethy, Professor of Anatomy and 
Surgery to the College. of .Surgeons, 
‘among athere, that phrenology was » 
genuine science, é 

The principal cause of the decline of 
phrenology has already been mentioned, 
but there were also other reasons, 
chief among which perhaps was its 
association with mesmerism and hypnot- 
ism, Religious bigotry also helped to. 
discredit the science and to bring it to 
the parlous state in which we find it at 
the present day. George Combe visited 
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many lunatic ssylums, and no stronger 
claim for phrenology could be urged 
than comparison of some of his notes 
with the recorded observations of the 
saperintendent; afew of which may be 
quoted

A BUDDHIST 
ENTHRONEMENT. 


By the Rev. C. Bone. 

There cannot be many residents in 
the Far East who have witnessed the 
ceremony of the enthronement of a 
Buddhist abbot. It may be, therefore, 
of interest if I describe the ceremony 
which I was fortauste enough to see, 
dificult though I find it to guide my 
pen 0 8 to be true to fact and graphic 
in execution. The surroundings were 
unique and the function bizarre, The 
enthronement took place in a spot 
situated amidst the most beautiful 
natural scenery, but in a room that a 
modern Englishman would despise as a 
stable for his carthorse. 
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One lovely morning I was seated on 
the bow of a Chinese houseboat, which 
was gliding along before the gentlest 
of south-west breezes, through one of 
the most fascinating gorges of South 
China, the Feiloi gorge, on the North 
River. Mountains rise precipitously 
on either side. Half way through the 
gorge there is a small bay, where the 
waters of the river widen out a little, 
and in this place there is a perennial 
calm, for the water is very deep and 
the decline almost nil. 

Over this silent spot, built into the 
hillside, tier above tier, is the Feiloi 
monastery. The name is poetic and 
thereby hangs a tale. Tho first pavil- 
ion, the monks tell us, was not built by 
‘mortal hands, but, as the name indicates, 
flew thither from some far-away spot, 
whose situation noone has ever ascer- 
tained. As it flew throagh mid-air it 
hesitated a moment as it reached this 
spot and then, like a bird, alighted 
on the hill’s crest. This was the 
first pavilion. Immediately there was 
found residing therein holy monk. 
This strange phenomenon was soon 
noised abroad, money was soon 
subscribed. Pavilion was added to 
pavilion, and the present monastery, 
with ita library, refectory, dormi- 
tory, and other accessories soon rose. 
It is to-day a very popular rendezvous 
for holy men of the Buddhist faith. 
Such is the legend, and it is repeated to 
all travellers and assuredly believed by 
all the people round. 

THE UNBIDDEN GUEST. 

As I said, I was seated on the bow 
of the boat in the fresh air of the purple 
morning, as my craft glided silently 
along, whilst the rising sun shone 
throngh the trees, jewelled with dew 
that grew up thy mountain's side, and 
stood upon its ridges like sentinels 
against the pale beautiful sky. Sud- 
denly there reached my ears, borne over 
the silent waters throngh the quiet 
morning air, the sounds of music, 
Clanging cymbals and screeching clarid- 
nets are usually a terror to the sensi- 
tive European soul. But on such a 
morning, amidst such scenes of 
‘a silence otherwise so delicious 
mufiled by distance, the said music was 
neither harsh nor unpleasant. Within 
the building, apparently, every one was 
80 engrossed with his own duty that no 
notice was taxen of the approach of a 
boat towards the steps of the monastery, 
Moreover, the boatinen's shouts were 
less raucous than usual ; perhaps they 
hat awed by the sacred music 
at that time in the morning. So it 
came to pass that I was enabled to 
ascend the steps and enter the monastery 
unannounced and unsuspected. I dis- 
tinetly remember the impression made 
by my intrasion. And no wonder! I 
was carrying in my hands a double- 
barrelled gun; I held cigar between 
my teeth; I was wearing the white pith 
hat so necessary in the South of China. 
Thus an uncouth foreigner suddenly 
stood at the threshold of the building. 
The immediate effect was comical. Had 
one of the Chinese lictors from the 
lower wor}d, clad in the blood-red uni- 
form, horned, and with projecting teet 
stood before the musicians, holding over 












































them a long and gleaming sword, they 
could not kave shown greater astonish 
ment. They suddenly stopped their 
mousic—and it was clangour now, as one 
appronched it closely—as if the en- 
tire band had been worked by 
machinery. Automatically each al- 
lowed the instrument he held to 
drop by his side while he stared at the 
apparition of the intrading foreigner. 
For the space of several seconds no ane 
spoke. ‘Then the comicality of the 
situation swept me from my feet, and T 
burst into an uproarious langh. This 
broke the spell. Subterranean lictors 
do not Iaugh. ‘The situation was grasp- 
ed. A peripatetic foreign devil had 
strayed into their building. Presently 
I apologized for my intrusion and 
begged them to be 60 good as to advise 
me as to the cause of all this especial 
excitement at an hour so early. One 
man, probably the leader, jerked with 
his hand towards a door at the upper 
end of the court-yard and exclaimed, 
“The priests are enthroning an abbot.” 
Then, like Miss Haversham to Little 
i tnrned towards the disor ized 
ns and bawled ont “play.” A 
sudden crash of music filled the court- 
yard, all the more tempestuous and 
‘sonorons because of the intervening rest. 
IN THE ABHOT'S PRESENCE. 
looked towards the doorw: cated 
and saw emerge ello robe priest, 
who began to ring a bel ith all 
his might. I moved pe him. 
The music ceased once more at the 
sound of the bell. On reaching 
the entrance of this inner chamber 
I was confronted by a sight not 
soon forgotten. As I said above, the 
room was dark and cheerless, but now 
full of animation and priests, Perhaps 
fifty monks were there, all clothed in 
the orthodox yellow surplices, except 
one. He was clad in the most iant 
of red robes, and upon his head there 
was being placed a most peculiar 
red mitre, in shape something like that 
worn by Bishops on special occasions, 
Again, as soon as I was discovered, 
there was a sudden interference with 
the ritual. A breath of curiosity 
rippled over the company as each looked 
up to see the strange sight. The 
priests had doubtless been gathered 
from many inland monasteries, and 
perhaps had never seen a foreigner 
before. All, therefore, stared at the 
strange apparition. ‘The one clothed in 
red was seated ins rongh chair, upon 
a dais. He looked at tad after the 
first feeling of curiosity had passed 
away, with profound pn If a look 
could have annihilated me, my end had 
come. However, I stood respectfully 
by, and showed no intention and felt 
no inclination to disturb what was 
going on. When this was evident, I was 
ignored. Evidently I had arrived just at 
the moment that the abbot had been 
enthroned. A monk was just removing 
his hands from the striking headgear. 
I waited in some curiosity for what 
would happen next. Suddenly three 
priests kneeled before the abbot, and 
the middle one of the three raised a 
bowl, filled and heaped up with edibles, 
and held it to the mouth of his lord- 
ship in the chair, 
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the food suggested pickles. The newly- 
created abbot simply sniffed at it, and 
bowed with stupendous gravity, alter 
which the food was withdrawn. What 
the import of this part of the pro- 
gramme was I could not discover. It 
‘came to me that, perhaps, it symbolized 
the duty of the abbot pikdeiys to tarn 
away from the temptations of gluttony, 
for whilst this histrionic pantomime 
was going on, the other priests sented 
themselves at two long tables, which 
were heaped up with all kinds of 
vegetarian foodstuffs, and fell to in 
good earnest at a good meal, The 
abbot was expected to content himself 
with a sniff and a nod, whereupon the 
basin was removed. The two priests 
remained kneeling whilst the other 
priests took their meal, all in silence.

In my quest I passed an open door and 
looked in, There I discovered a dozen 
priests, those who had lately been at 
the solemn ceremony ; but they were 
rinsformed now. Every vestige of 
dignity had been thrown aside, auu 
they lounged on divans, in the 
most every-day dress that a Bud- 
dhist monk can wear. Some 
were already smoking —_ tobacco, 
and others bad taken opium pipes 
into their hands. As I looked into 
the room, still carrying my gun, one 
of the priests shouted out, “A foreign 
devil thou, what dost thon want?” 
With a frown, that boded no good to 
them, I replied, “If a foreign devil 
am I, then Chinese devils are you.” 
The bolt went home. They gave a 
look of blank astonishment that anyone 
should suggest that these monks, the 
beloved of the Rulers of the Western 















Paradise, were Chinese devils. I 
not so?” Iadded. Then one exclaimed, 
“The foreigner is right.” ‘There fol- 


lowed general laugh and the spell was 
broken. I was invited to enter and 





was hospitably treated. 

In the conversation that followed I 
found that a new abbot had indeed 
been enthroned that day. I elicited, 
moreover, by inquiry, that the mode of 

is quite democratic. The 
monks are not hampered with any 
Erastian interference. A voting paper 
1s sent to every priest in the 
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diocese in question, and when the 
totes are sent in and counted, the 
monk who secures the highest number 
of votes is declared elected, and he is 
forthwith with all due speed enthroned. 
‘Alter bis enthronement he is the head 
and remains the head of all the priests 
under his jurisdiction, and his word is 
implicitly obeyed. He is an autocrat. 
I found that the abbot here ruled over 
about eighty priests The abbots are 
geoerally better educated men than 
their fellows, and many of them are 
moreover good business men. Some of 
them have the reputation for consider- 
able sanctity. I tried to see the new 
abbot, but he was not at home just 
then to barbarians like myself, I have 
visited many monasteries throughout the 
voath of China at different times, but 
never before or since have I witnessed 
the ceremony of the enthronement of a 
Buddhist abbot.

THE TIBETAN 
MARCHES. 


‘The following article is the first of a 
series written by Mr. James Huston 
Eigay of the China Inland Missi 
whe Its been travelling for about six 
years in the almost terra incognita of 
the Tibetan Marches. This vast district 
is governed for the most part by nat 
chiete nominally under the suzerai 
\ina, but in reality they rule quite 
independently both Peking and 
Lhasa, In religions matters the Dalai 
Lama ‘exercises supreme authority. 
Roughly speaking, the country known 
as Tibet comprises the three great 
divisions of Tibet Proper, Kokonor 
and the Tibetan Marches. In Tibet 
Proper ifferent rulers 
recognize a central Tibetan anthority, 
over which the Dalai Lama exercises 
‘saprense control both in temporal and 
in spiritual matters. In the other two 
great divisions, however, the Dalai 
Lama has jurisdiction in spiritual 
matters only. The powerful chiefs of 
these regions acknowledge no central 
Tibetan authority, but Chinese Imperial 
Commissioners exercise more or less 
control over them. The Chinese 
Government, at the present time, is 
endeavouring to strengthen its posi 
and with this end in view is aiming at 
introducing the provincial form of| 
government into the Marches, a policy 
tendered necessary by the execution 
during the recent war of the two 
powerfal Tibetan chiefs of Litang and 
Batang. 

YROM BATANG TO HSIANGCHENO. 

We left Batang on September 10 
for Hsiangcheng, turbulent region 
only lately subdued by Chinese troops. 
For political reasons we found it cou 
venient to approach it from Batang 
and chose the shorter of two routes. 
arriving at the village of Taso on Sep- 
tember 12, fortunately escaping the 
snows which had begun to mantle the 
great mountain of the same name. We 
eft the Lhasa road the next day about 
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11.30, tarning south over an elevated 
saddle just below the summit of the 
Sanpa pass. The road which went 
down a forest clad ravine was fall of 
interest, but frequent morasses made it 
at times very difficult for the pack 
animals. At Bomi a small Settlement 
on the Taso Rosd, twenty-five li from 
the Sanpa pass, we had diner and 
immediately followed the stream over! 
grassy flats for fifteen li and throngh 
Bomito the lower Settlement of the same 
name. This district, known generally 
as Boni, is governed by a Tibetan chief 
(Sinao) independently of Chinese 
officials. At present, notwithstanding: 
apparently good seasons, fifty or sixty 
poverty-stricken families would perhaps 
overstate the population, but the ruined 
homesteads and deserted fieldx show 
that large immigrations been the 
rule for many years. This is explained 
by the oppression of the Batang chiefs

‘The distance between Hsiabomi, where 
we changed ulag, and Tingpo is about 
130 li, a distance quite devoid of 
population and generally accomplished 
ic one day. There is scarcely any 
trafic on this nowly-opened high 
and falling trees and landslips 
uniting with its dizzy cliffs and wacer- 
tain fords to make it absolutely 
impassable. Forests of oak, pine, 
poplars, birch, and elm, varying ia 
density mantle the mountain slopes, or 
fringe the ravines all the way, while in 

crops of 
ass which easily covered the highest 
horses. Althongh no permanent Settle- 
ment was met with in the journey of 
130 li signs of former agricaltural 
activity were not wanting by any 
means. The depopalation may be ex- 
plained by the small area suitable for 
cultivation, combined with high alti- 
tndes, the government at Hsiang 
‘cheng which encouraged brigandage and 
closed the road to trade and the exor- 
bitant taxation of the Batang chiefs. 

LITANG TERRITORY. 

We arrived in Tingpo at 7.30 p.m. 
and our baggage abont an hour later. 
The silver discs and frontal lock« of 
the Litang women were again in evid 
ence, and upon inguiry it was found

From Tingpo to Hochn is really two 
stages, one seventy li and the other 
fifty, but we accomplished it with com- 
parative ese in one day. We left 
‘Tingpo rather late and did not arrive 
in Uenken, the first division of the 
journey till well after noon. ‘The road 
was along the left bank of the river 
with oak jungle more or less always 
evidence. As a rule, also, we were 
never out of sight of the fields and houses 
of the Tibetans. Uenken is a» village 
of perhaps sixty or setenty families in 
a stifling well-cultivated basin, About 
twenty li above s road branches off 
to the Riihii or Tsongtsah, which is only 
two days distant and credited with » 
population of 3,000 families. South 
again of Riihii, and occupying ® posi 
tion between Atuentsi and Hsiang- 
cheng is a district known as Notsung 
with a lamasery of 400 monks 
popnlation of 360 families. Accor 
to the official at Batang these people 
have not formally submitted to China, 
and rumour is busy with sccounts of 
projected punitive expeditio 
bably the districts of Bomi, Rill 
Tsongtsah spoken of at Kongla, are, 
if not different names for the same 
region, at least under the samo Sinao 
or headman. 

‘The main rond which leaves the Taso 
Road at Cenken leads east up a pretty 
ravine by an easy ascent to a forest 
clad summit, and then down through a 
wooded valley to the head of the Hoch 
plain. The pass known as the Peizongls 
may be 12,000 feet above sea level, but 
owing to my escort’s originality, the 
hypsometer can was utterly destroyed 
by being placed right in the centre or a 
blazing fire. How I longed for a lay- 
man to explain to the eareless rogue the 
enormity of his offence! ‘The road 
from Tingpo is good and would present 
no difficulty to pack animals heavily 
laden. ‘The country is well cultivated 
in the valleys, and forests of groves and 
pines and oak cover the hills. 

Hocha or Rata is an important 
place with » population of 100 families 
‘and a lamasery with 400 lamas nestling 
in the hill at the upper end of the 
valley. By relays of turnips the hyp- 
someter can was 60 far mended that an 
altitude was taken, the water beiling at 
191.2° F. and the temperature 63.° 
We took advantage of September 15 
being Sunday to rest ourselves. Just 
aft.r breakfast we were visited by the 
Sinao, a native of Chautiu, who con- 
trols about 400 families scattered in 
Tingpo, Uenken, and Tongchong. The 
main roads from Batang and Litang 
in st Hocha, and until lately all 
the Chinese trade with Hsiang- 
cheng was transacted here, the Tibetans 
of that region strenuously refaxing fu 
nearer approach, The Mi 
fifty i distant, wan always carefally 
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guarded, and torture and death awaited 
the sons of Han who ventured beyond 
the clearly defined limits. The valley of 
Rata is well cultivated and the people 
seem loyal, contented and prosperous. 
‘They never at any time showed much 
sympathy with their turbulent Hsiang- 
cheng neighbours. 
NEARING HSIANGCHENO. 

The Mapala which divides the Ho- 
chou and the Hsiangcheng watershed is 
described as arduous in the extreme, 
but we found the ascent presenting few 
difficulties and the altitude only 300 
feet higher than Litang (B. P. 187°, 
‘Temp. 55° F.). The distance between 
the Hoch headinan’s village and Hsi- 
angeheng is about ninety li south-east, 
‘The first stage is along the left bank of 
the Rata river for thirty li, Fine forests 
of ouk, pine, and fir grew luxuriantly 
everywhere, and when the road left’ the 
river and commenced to wind gradually 
up a broken limestone slope the vegeta 
tion of the lower reaches was supple- 
mented by fine poplars. About twenty li 
of tiresome winding and the first 
summit of the Mapala was reached, and 
then another five across a pretty plateau 
with green larch groves on each side 
and we were in full view of the 
valley of the Lamaya river. For- 
merly this pass had been jea- 
lously guarded by a — Tibetan 
garrison, which seriously annoyed 
the Chinese soldiers as they made their 
way into Hsiangeheng. The Tibetans 
posted in the larch groves mentioned 
above were not readily dislodged and 
ultimately the Chinese would not 
venture through this fatal avenue 
unless in bodies of two or three hundred 
strong. It was here also in the old 
turbulent days of Inst decade that the 
too venturesome trader was robbed and 
turned back, or skinned alive, according 
to the humour of the lamas in the for- 
tress below. Central Hsiangcheng can 
be seon from the summit. Mine were, 
pethaps, the first foreign eyes that had 
ever viewed that wild gorge with its 
fimbriated systems of valleys so 
carefully cultivated by the warlike 
inhabitants, and mine were perhaps the 
first foreign eyes to view the formidable 
lamasery of Sampeiling (Lakiang ?) 
which defied the legions of China for: 
more than a decade. The rosd to the 
valley was very steep, but almost 
perfectly paved with fragments of 
broken limestone. Some distance above 
the Chineso Settlement a runner was 
sent on to inform the official of our 
arrival and inquire about sccommoda- 
tion, Imagine our surprise when 
we were curtly informed that 
“the foreigner was at liberty to 
make his owa choice from the numerous 
empty houses in the Iamasery.” Ig- 
noring the implied insult we made a 
tour of inspection, but finding assistance 
and advice both withheld, brought the 
faree to an abrupt conclusion by 
marching into Chinese official quarters. 
Our “choice” was evidently incon 
venient, for in an instant, almost, suitable 
quarters, cooking utensils, and servants 
were provided, and we settled down| "0 
comfortably in what had been two years 
previously the most arrogant and im- 
pious building in Tibet. 
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NSIANGCHENG LAMASERY 
The lamasery of Hsiangcheug is 
about 150 years old, but the formidable 
fortifications were built not more than a 
decade ago. The local name is Cha- 
tridgombo, bat it seems to be known in 
Lhasa as Sampeilin. (In some maps an 
independent sub-prefectural city is 
marked in this region as Lakiang, but 
it is doubtful whether any such place 
or that the name has at any time 
been applied to Hsiangcheng). This 
stronghold of holy men is situated at 
the apex of a sloping delta with a 
timberland of limestone _ peaks 
and guarded on the North and East 
respectively by the Mapashan and 
Lamaya river defiles. ‘The high banks 
of this river forming the base of the 
delta, and the plain and bills behind, 
covered only with thorn bushes, would 
not only make approach difficult, but 
would also demand that an attacking 
party be seriously exposed to the artil- 
lery fire of the garrison, ‘The temple 
wall was undoubtedly built with an 
object. Composed of limestone gravel 
and clay it is about twenty fect high 
and four feet thick, Turrets of the 
same material connected with the 
main wall were reared at the four 
corners and in suitable places betw 
Tons of broken rocks were piled 
these turrets and over the gateways 
with the object of repelling attacks 
on these important and desirable posi- 
tions. Even if walls and_ turrets 
failed, many of the cells were fortified, 
and cannon could be easily turned on 
the great temple in the centre, a likely 
objective for a semi-victorions enemy. 
Provisions also for many years’ siege] 
were laid up in great bins, and a secret 
water supply came from the mountains 
in the West, conveyed to the city by 
brass piping which was covered with ten 
feet of the natural cement so common in 
Hsiangeheng. When hostilities com- 
menced the lamas within the walls num- 
bered only one thousand, but so confident 
were they that when the ultimatum of 
China arrived they langhed and said: 
“As you like, bat allow us to saggest 
large army and ample provisions, for 
Hsiangcheng is not easily taken.” "The 
attacking foree of Chinese was about 
3,200 and the remarkable thing is that 
such an army with good generals and 
modern weapons was defied for seven 
months and finally only conquered by 
the treachery of traitors. Modern guns 
should have battered such a wall to 
fragments in a week; and even without 
them resolute men could have tunnelled 
or blasted breaches anywhere. More- 
over twenty feet of wall seems a small 
obstacle to men of mettle and resonree. 
One thonght of the old Romans, the 
French, the British and the Japanese ! 
What a detail the capture of this 
fort would have been in any campaign, 
bat Hsiangcheng was not taken 
earlier because the Chinese lacked 
the patriotism and nerve which 
connotes a truly warlike race. Again, 
the water supply must have been 
sespected by any but indiferent war 
It could only come from the 

ravine west of the lamasery, and if the 
discontented assailants lacked nerve 
and vigour necessary to trench across 
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the centre of the delta, suc would 
have crowned a comparatively easy and 
safe effort near the apex. But. pro- 
ably there were no tools for such an 
effort and no one thought it important 
enough to send for them. ‘The effects 
of alleged vigorous bombardments are 
hardly discernible on the temple wall ; 
the explanation being that the Chinese 
troops were encouraged to keep well 
out of the range of lama sharp- 
shooters.

Tie price had never fallen below 
twenty-nine pence during the previous 
caving steadily risen to this level 
Jump in 1902, 
growing confidence began to 
prevail that the evil days of silver were 
safely past, and that most of the

countries adopting a gold standgrd— 
had now been dealt, and their effec 
spent, Asa matter of fact, with the 
important exception of China, thero is 
now no country in the world whose 
currency is based pon silv 

Moreover, we had become accustomed 
to the ever advancing tide of prosperity 











currency of small denominations, which 
is a necessity to a huge populatino 
whose wealth, thongh large in the 
aggregate, is individually small, 

‘The Indian Government, impelled by 
chronic shortage of currency, dominated 
the silver market, and such fluctuations 
which took place, merely punctuated 
the intervals between the issne of its 
buying orders, or indicated sharp up- 
wand movements when the Indian 
Bazaars, or some Continental orders, 
forced the Indian Government to yield 
the “ pas" for a while. 

The price, which was fixed at 32fd. 
on January 1, kept within about 
one penny below that figure until the 
middle of March, and then fell away to 
29}¢d. on May 8; from that date 
the quotation rose and kept round about 
31d. until July, when it began to mount 
toward 32d, On August 14 it 
touched 3244. for cash, and 32{d. for 
forward—the highest prices since the 
beginning of the year. 

Throughout that month and the next, 
prices moved downward to 31; 
until at the close of September, ominous 
reports came to hand of rain deficiency 
in parts of India, and a just-completed 
Government order was not renewed. 

So unexpected was this unfavourable 
state of affairs, that the Bazaars had 
bought unusually heavy shipments for 
the end of October settlement ia Bom- 
bay, and were therefore ill-prepared to 
meet a reduced demand from up 
country. 
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Dealers promptly cleared out their 
stocks, and both -India and Chinn daily 
placed forward silver for sale on the 
London market, already hampered by 
large spot accumulations. 

‘This happened at a time when money 
was beginning to get tight, and when 
bint generally were much depressed, 
and there was consequently but. little 
xpeculative activity to s em the fall. 

‘The margin of risk was so narrow 
that it was reported. that “two days’ 
rain would have retrieved the situation 
in India, A most striking fact ! A short 
downpour would have prevented distress 
‘and famine to millions of human beings, 
financial loss to the vast capital con- 
cerned in mining industry throughout 
the world, and the disturbance of values 
between China and countries using 
gold standard. 

In this connexion it is interesting to 
note that the risk of famine is likely 
to decline somewhat year by year, 
‘owing to the irrigation works operat 
‘and projected in those par. of In 
where such undertakings are pr: “ticuble; 
more especially in the Punja », whose 
nifying “ five rivers,"” denotes 

the existence of an abundant water 

supply, if it could be made available. 

‘hen the obstacles presented by the 
configuration of the country are sur- 
mounted, these rivers will then be able 
to diffuse their beneficent influence, and 
thus lessen the dependence of the ryot 
en the monsoon rainfall. 

In addition to the needs of India 
proper, the steady development of Bur- 
mah, at present sparsely populated. and 
its annual need for large remittances 
‘of coined rupees, which do not flow 
back to India in any large proportion, 
will doubtless prove, in course of time, 

+ an appreciable strain upon the currency 
of the Indian Empire. 

It is evident that the fatare of silver 
will depend still, as it has for thousands 
of years in the past, on the prosperity, 
or otherwise, of the teeming myriads of 
the East, who have attracted and prac- 
tically absorbed a stream of the white 
metal from time immemorial. ~ 

For nine months of the year, for- 
ward has been quoted above cash 

‘er, in noticeable contrast to 1908, 
mn cash was almost always 
higher, and in consequence, 
large stocks of cash silver re- 
mained in London; for the high 
premium on forward silver, which at 
one time reached }d., tempted Banks’ 
to carry the prompt aud sell forward, 
inasmuch as the premium generally 
exceeded the carrent rate of interest. 

The American financial hi 
ittle direct influence on 
‘existed no latent supplies in the States 
which could be tarned into cash on ap 
emergency ; and moreover, the United 
States Government has continued to 
small amounts at intervals, and 
has thos somewhat curtailed the ship-' 
ments to Europe ; but the disquietnde, 
together with the dearness of money, 
naturally did not encourage demand for 
the metal.

Frequently the only buying 
orders for the day represented the 
covering of “bear” sales as they fell 
due. 

A modest revival of business ‘with 
the Bazaars took place for silver 
to be shipped by the steamer of 
December 6 due to arrive in Bombay 
daring the December settlement. Pos- 
sibly, as the next Hindu year is deemed 
unpropitious for marriage, would-be 
Benedicts took advantage of the months 
to spare, and the stock of silver in 
Bombay, already depleted by sales to 
China, required replenishment in order 
to meet the demand for jewellery, 
customary on sach festive occasions. 

‘The Washington Treasury purchased 
£300,000 daring the month of Decem- 
ber, ‘and thus substantially reduced 
American sales on the London market, 
already overburdened with supplies. 

The quotation fell on December 18 
to 24%4d.—the lowest quotation since 
June 15, 1903—but recovered «little 
toward the close of the month ; at the 
lower prices now ruling the outlook 
seems pethaps a shade more encourag- 





ing. 

The qnotation for Mexican dollar 
during the year seldom has exceeded 
their melting value. When the price 
of silver stood high enough for Mexico 
to export at a profit, a substantial 
quantity was pnt on the market, and 
‘of these a large proportion were 
to India for recninage into rupees, 
the remainder were refined or ship; 
to the Far Enst.

Not only has India been the most 
important actor in the silver market, 
but it has also figared largely as a par- 
chaser of gold, more especially iu the 
earlier part of the year. Probably the 
natives, conservative though they are, 
like most Eastern races, now find from 
experience that the identity between a 
rupee and its silver contents no longer 
exists, and that the yellow metal is a 
reliable security which can alwa} 
turned into rupees without appreciable 

loss, 

For the first three months the Bank 
of England absorbed the balk of arrivals, 
occasionally paying slightly above the 
minimam of 77s. 9d. in order to fend 
off the United States of America. 

From May to mid-June, France

At the close of the same month the 
American financial crisis, the most 
‘acute in recent times, began to make 
its presence felt on this side of the 
Atlantic, and in spite of a rising Bank 
rate—ultimately reaching 7 per cent— 
and an adverse American exchange, a 











United States. ‘The quotation rose to 
78s. Ofd.’ on November 4, but not 
higher—alshough the price touched 78s. 
Of. in the preceding year. 

The peculiar circumstances of the 
crisis, due not to s dearth of gold in 
the States so much as to the: hoarding 
of currency, rendered it advisable for 
Europe to allow the flow of gold 
thither, as far as was consistent with 
safety, and thus contribute to restore 
the ‘confidence that had been 80 
rudely shaken. Confidence, how- 
ever, notwithstanding the heaviness 
of the shipments—as much as 
£2,500,000, being on one vessel alone 
—did not even partially return until 
the Government of the United States 
came to the rescue with an issue of 
Bonds. Even then, the relief was 
slow to reach the country districts, and 
gold has continued to be shipped until 
the end of the year. 

The Bank of England was streng- 
thened to meet this heavy call upon 
her stock of gold by the readiness of 
the Bank of France to arrange, 
through arbitrage houses, the trans- 
ference of American gold from her 
coffers. This gold, however, is due for 
repayment to the Bank of France in 
the early part of next year, but, if 
necessary, doubtless arrangements can 
be made to postpone this payment for 
a forther short period. 

Heavy shipments of German gold 
coin were made from Germany, and » 
considerable influx of sovereigns 
gold coin set’in from Scandinavia and 
other parts of Europe.

LORD CURZON AND 
THE HOUSE OF 
LORDS. - 


In view of Lord Curzon's recent 
lection as one of the representative 
Irish peers in the House of Lords, the 
following letter is of interest as in- 
dicating some of the undercurrents of 
political fecting which threatened to de- 
bar him from public life. The letter 
which is addressed. to the Irish peers is 
dated Hackwood, Basingstoke, December 
27, 1907, and is as follows : 











My Lord,—Having been asked by 
influential members of the Irish 
peerage to allow wyself to be nomin- 
ated for the vacancy among the re- 
presentative peers caused by the 
death of Lord Kilmaine, 1 have con- 
sented. 

When an Irish peerage was con- 
ferred upou me by her late Majesty in 
1893 it was with a view to my return- 
ing at a later date to the House of 
Commons, and for long this was my 
ambition, The strain, however, of my 
work in India proved too much for my 
strength, and medical opinion has 
driven me reluctantly to the conclusion 
that I cannot re-enter that House. 

In these circumstances if I am to be 
of any service in public life it is in the 
House of Lords slone that the opporta- 
nity ean be found. But I am, unfor- 
tunately, debarred from entering that 
Chamber by the ordinary channels by 
the refasal of the present Prime Minister 
to allow me to take my place, with all 
other ex-Viceroys of India, upon those 
benches. 

T have entered into this explana- 
tion lest it should be thought that 
I am seeking at the hands of the 
Trish peers an honour which might 
be open to me by other means, I 
readily admit that there are many 
considerations which may induce them 
to prefer a peer who is directly 
connected with Ireland, and no one 
would have less cause than myself to 
complain if this proved to be the case. 

‘At the same time, the leading Irish 
peers upon whose initiative I am acting 
have led me to think that my retarn to 
public life, through the only channel 
that appears now to be open to me, 
might not be unfavourably viewed by 
their ‘colleagues, I need hardly assure 
you of the strong views which I hold 
‘about the maintenance of the 
mentary union between Great Britain 
and Ireland ; and, should I be returned 
to the House of Lords, it will equally be 
my desire to take an interest in those 
Trish affairs which are the special and 
natural concern of the important body 
whose suffrages I have che honour to 
seek.

wreak McGregor said-this was 
all the evidence.

At 
the time of the collision witness had 
not got up te the side of the brougham. 
At the time of the collision she was 
on the off-side, but not so far as she 
hhad been because she wanted to pass 
the brougham, Witness was net in 
the middle of the road and she was 
not driving furiously. The carriage 
which collided with witness's gig was 
right io the middle of the road. Three 
carriages could pass in this part of the 
road very easily if they were driven 
carefully. Witness asked a second 
Sikh policeman who was there if she 
was on the right side of the road and 
he said “ Yes" and asked her if she 
wanted to go to the station and make 
charge against the other people. 
Cross-examined—The letters (pro- 
duced) were written by witness. Mr. 
Fleming said they wanted $1,500 for 
damages, otherwise she might have 
settled the matter, as she did not want: 
to go to Court, When witness wrote 
these letters she did not consider that, 
she was responsible for damages, but 
he did not like notoriety and wanted 
the matter kept out of Court. 
‘Defendant's mafoo and the mafoo who 
was driving the brougham corroborated 
defendant's statement as to the accident.

Inspector McGregor said that he was 
unable to put the case before the Court 
as he would like to hare done, owing to 
the absence of his witnesses.

JUDGEMENT. 
Plaintiff's case is dismissed and he is 
ordered to pay the costs of the suit. 
PACTS OF THE CAI 


By written agreement dated London 
July 4, 1906, plaintiff was engaged as 
a clerk of the defendants for China for: 
three years, According to number II 
of the contract he was obliged to execute 
the work entrusted to him with diligence 
and conscientiousness. The salary for 
the first year was 32,300, for the second 
$2,500, and for the third $2,800. In 
the summer of 1906 he took over his 
position at Shanghai. It consisted in 
the work of secretary to the Shanghai 
manager of the firm, the partner Lemke, 
but besides this, und for the greater 
part, he was entrusted with decoding of 
business telegrams in the cable depart- 
ment. Plaintiff asserts that by the 
partner Arnhold of London he was 
expressly engaged only as x shorthand 
writer and typewriter, but as he has 
expressly admitted, he has partaken in 
‘the work of the cable service from the 
beginning. For when, as he states, the 
work was handed over to him by his 
predecessor with the information that 
he would have to partake in the work 
of the cable department, he was aston- 
ished, but has taken over the work with- 
‘out a word of objection, in the hope that 
with regard to his greater work his 
salary would be raised correspondingly. 
This hope was realized. On 
February 1, 1907, his salary was, on his 
preceding remonstrations, raised to $200 
‘a month, and in acknowledgement of 
his work on March 1, 1907, with- 
‘ont his application, to $225 a month. 
The cable service brought about that 
intiff had often to work after 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, especially as 
‘since about the middle of September 
1907 another arrangement was in- 
stituted for the telegraphic communi- 
‘cation between the Hankow branch and 
the London office. Against the work 
after 5 o'clock plaintiff first objected 
in his letter of October 1. 1907, 
(page 12 of documents); there he 
declared to be willing to work after the 
usual close of business—by which he un- 
derstood 5 o'clock in the afternoon— 
‘only if an increase of salary to #300 a 
month would take place. This was 
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declined. After a verbal explana 
tion with the partner Lemke on 
October 9 hud taken place with- 
out result, plaintiff fixed his 
point of view again in his letter of 
October 15 (page 14 of documents) to 
the effect that he was not willing to work 
outside the business hours customary at 
Shanghai. On the same day a letter 
of the firm (page 13 of documents) had 
been handed up to him, reproaching him 
for having in the last days left office 
repeatedly before finishing the work 
entrusted to him, that is to say, the 
decoding of important telegrams, ‘and 
under the reproach of doing the 
same again on October 15, he was 
dismissed by letter of the samo day 
(page 15 of documents). 

All this has been established withont 
donbt. The correspondence mentioned 
and the agreement of July 4, 1906 
are referred to. 

Plaintiff now contends that he has 
been wrongfully dismissed by defendants. 
To prove this, he makes the following 
statements : 

In the negotiations with the partner 
Arnhold in London about his engage- 
ment with defendants, it had been ex- 
pressly agreed upon his service to be 
restricted to shorthand-writing and 
typewriting, whereby the low figures 
of salary as fixed were well explained. 
There had been mo question of de- 
coding telegrams. Likewise in Febra- 
ary 1907, when he asked the partner 
Lemke for a rise of salary, the 
latter expressly declared to plaintiff, 
hhe was only engaged as w shorthand- 
writer and typewriter, and ay such 
people were to be had at Shanghai for 
3200 a month, Mr. Lemke would raise 
his salary to $200. In order to prove 
this, he called pon the partners 
Arnhold and Lemke to deay his state- 
ment on oath, But even if he, the plain- 
tiff, had been obliged to partake in the 
cable work, this obligation could only 
‘extend to the business hours as custom- 
ary in the Shanghai trade, that is to 
‘say, until § o'clock on week days, except 
on Saturdays, and till 1 o'clock in the 
‘afternoons ‘on Saturdays, especially as 
in the defendants’ own office these hours: 
were adhered to. Such was besides made 
possible by the regulation given in the 
winter 1906-7, according to which all 
business telegrams had to be handed up 
to the cable department by 3 o'clock. In 
September 1907, however, the arrange- 
ment was made that the Hankow branch 
of defendants sent their daily 
London telegrams for dispatch t> 
London at 4.30 p.m. from Hankow to 
defendants at Shanghai. The telegram 
could then not be shanghai before 
5 o'clock, and in this way it had always 
been about 6 o'clock before he could 
have left office. In order to prove all 
these facts, plaintiff called upon de- 
fendants to deny these statements on 
‘oath, other means of evidence reserved. 

Plaintiff, therefore, claims payment 
of his full salary for the remainder of the 
time of agreement on the figures of 
salary as fixed in the written agreement, 
so that defendants may be ordered to 
pay $4,918,05 and the costs of the suit, 

‘Defendants ask that the action be 
dismissed, and plaintiff be ordered to 
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pay the costs, saying that they had 
been entitled to cancel the agreement. 
For justification they state: According 
to the contents of his written agreement, 
the plaintiff was obliged to du all 
‘the work he was ordered todo. Even 
if, as is disputed, plaintiff was told by the 
partner Arnhold that he was engaged 
‘as shorthand-writer and typewriter, 
by this it was not expressed that he 
should be employed as such exclnsively, 
Mr. Arphold knowing the conditions of 
the Shanghai branch too well not 
to be aware that in this case plaintiff 
would bave only to quite s small extent 
been occupied with work. In pointing 
to the mechanical work of s shorthand- 
writer and typewriter, they wanted only 
to express that mechanical work was 
asked from plaintiff. In this meaning 
the oath was accepted. In any case, 
plaintiff had in his work of about a 
year's time shown that he agreed to do’ 
other than typewriting work, especially 
as the latter hardly smounted to the 
tenth part of his ocenpation. During 
the summer of 1907 plaintiff had always 
been able to leave office in time, as 
there has been only a little for him to 
do. Only in the autumn the worl 
the cable department had grown again, 
‘as well on account of the change in the 
arrangenientsfor the communication 
tween Hankow and London, as from the 
extraordinary variations of exchange. 
Local customs, according to which the 
services of the clerk of « Shanghai firm 
could only be claimed up to o'clock 
in the afternoén, do not exist in this 
general extension ; in all larger German 
firms work was done after 5 o'clock, if 
important matters were to be dealt 
with, Plaintiff had left office several 
times in the month without doing the 
urgent work to be attended to by him, 
80 that at last he had to be dismissed 
after preceding warnings, and with 
regard to his written information to 
defendants. 

‘That plaintiff had only to a small 
extent to do shorthand-writing and 
typewriting, has not been disputed by

Mr. Ellis submitted that the prosecu- 
tion should firstcall evidence in support 
of the charge.

policy altered by Carlowitz & Co. 
‘The accountant told witness that he was 
afraid the fire might have been caused 












by the packing of the rhubarb. 
Tn December witness _ increased 
his insurance by Tis. 20,000, Tis. 


10,000 of which was transferred to 
him, The increase was because wit- 
ness intended to do business in hides 
‘and because he had goods to the extent 
of his insurance in the godown. More- 
over, be thought more cargo was coming 
in, Witness's claiu was sent in about 
three days after the fire. Neither he 
nor the accountant had visited the go- 
down to see the extent of the damage ; 
he was only asked to furnish a list of 
the contents of the godown. All the 
books were saved and the claim was 
made out from them. A mistake was 
made in the original claim sent i 
witness informed the insurance coi 
panies. (Witness looked at the second 
claim and stated that there was an 
‘omission from it.) 

At this stage the Court adjourned 
until Friday afternoon at 2.30.

HUANGPU ROBBERY. 


Three boat coolies were charged with 

theft of a quantity of pea-nut oil, 
valued at Ts. 160, from a cargo boat 
‘on the river. 

Mr. Maclean, representing Messrs. 
Butterfield and’ Swire, stated that a 
quantity of this oil had been shipped 
to Canton on one of their steamers. On 
arrival at that port eight pots were found 
to be filled with rubbi h instead of cil. 
At first suspicion fell on the crew, but 
on inquiry it was found that the robbery 
hhad been committed by acensed. 

Inspector Mellows, who conducted 
the prosecution, stated that accused 
admitted they had abstracted the oil 
when resealing the pots for shipment, 
and that they had forged new seals.

A LIONT SENTENCE. 


Threo unemployed Cantonese were 
charged with having. on January 27, 
broken into a house, No. 81 North Sze- 
chuen Road, and assaulted and attempt- 
ed to extort money by threats from the 
inmate—a female; with having stolen 
a quantity of goods from a shop, No. 
429 North Szechuen Road, on the 9th 
instant ; with having obtained by false 
pretences = quantity of food from a 
shop in North Szechuen Road on the 
8th and 9th instant ; and with being 
common loafers and a menace to the 
peace and good order of the Settlement. 

Detective-sergeant Vanghan stated 
that on January 27 the house No. 81 
North Szechuen Road’ was entered by 
eight men and the inmate was assaulted 
and threatened. ‘The robbers were dix- 
turbed by neighbours and made their 
escape, but left on the floor of one 

the rooms an envelope which 
bore several chops. The envelope was 
handed to 2 Cantonese detective to 
enable him to trace the thieves, but 
without result. On the 9th instant the 
proprietor of @ native food shop com- 
plained to the Police that on the 8th 
instant he had supplied food to a house 
in Old China Street on a written order 
which stated that payment could be 
obtained from the occupant of the house 
to which the food was supplied, and 
that on, the 9th inant fou assent 
429 North Szechuen Road on a 
imilar order, but the occupants of the 
said houses disclaimed all knowledge 
of the orders for food. The Police 
visited the house No. 429 North Sze- 
chnen Road and found that the lower 
portion was occupied as a provision 




















shop by an old woman and the upper 
portion was rented by some men. 
The woman complained that a quantity 
of goods had been stolen from her 
shop, where she was ill, by the men 
who lived above. As a result of the 
investigations made by the Police tl 
three defendants were arrested and 
their room were found chops which 
corresponded to the chops on the en- 
elope found in the house No. 81 North 
Szechuen Road. 

The first charge against the prisoners 
was dismissed and on the remaining 
charges they were sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment each. 








BURGLARY. 

‘A native was charged with having 
burglariously entered the house of Mr. 
Keppel, No. 52 Markham Road, on the 
morning of the 10th instant, and with 
stealing therefrom a rag and a quantity 
of beer. 

Todian P. C. No. 104 stated that he 
was walking slong Connaught Road at 
5.40 a.m. on the 10th instant, when he 
met the defendant, who was carrying a 
mg and s quanti beer. As the 
man could not give a satisfactory

He called the Court's attention to the 
enormous increase of crime in the 
Settlement since the abolition of cor- 
poral punishment. 

The prisoner was sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment and fourteen 
days’ cangue.

‘A quantity of oil was recently ship- 
ped to Canton on board one of the 
China Navigation Co.’s steamers, At 
Canton it was found that eight of the 
pots were filled with rubbish instead of 
oil, though the seals did not appear to 
have been tampered with, At first, 
suspicion rested with the crew of the 
ship but on inquiries it was found that: 
the prisoners were the calprits. Two 
of the men were employed on the cargo 
boat which had taken the oil for ship- 
ment : they had tapped the pots, taken 
out the contents, re-filled them with 
rubbish and then placed new seals on 
them containing forged chops. ‘The 
third boatman had stored the stolen oil 
con his boat, for which service the other 
two men had promised him €4,but only 
paid him $2. 

The two boatmen who had stolen the 
oil were sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment each, and the third boatman 
was released on security, pending the 
arrest of others alleged to have been 
concerned.

CLOCKS. 
Februarp 14. 

As old Italian superstition, still 
potent in Southern Italy, says that 
if a tree cause a man’s death, that 
tree must be hewn down und burnt.

But in “the principle involved” 
we have a direct interest, since 
what has been laid to the charge 
of London time-keepers can be 
said of those of Shanghai with 
equal trath, and, in view of our 
meagre supply of public clocks, 
with more force. Great pains have 
been taken at the Sicawei Obser- 
vatory as was shown by the annual 
report published recently in these 
columns, to correct Chinese time 
by that of Greenwich ; but whilo 
the work of the Observatory has 
been presumably of value to 
mariners, it appears to have made 
little impression on the time mea- 
surements of the community at 
large.

A BUMPER YEAR. 


‘The trade and navigation returns 
for 1907 were issued by the Board of 
Trade on Tuesday, and they reveal, as 
was foreshadowed by the monthly 
returns, that the world’s record 
established in 1908 has been 
substantially besten. In that year the 
aggregate of our imports and exports 
from over the seas for the first time 
exceeded thousand millions. Last 
they exceeded eleven hundred millions, 
showing an excess of ninety-five 
and a-half millions over the figares of 
1906. Traly the Tariff Reforms have 
been unfortunate in their prognostica- 
tions. Four years ago Mr. Chamber- 
lain pointed out that in the thirty years 
from 1872 to 1902 our exports bad 
increased by only about twenty-two 
millions, and he described most of our 












dustries. 
1907 our exports ha y 
wards of £150,000,000. The only 
disquieting feature th 

boom is evidently beginning to pass 
‘away. ‘The rate of increase in our exports 
fell from 15.3 per cent in October to 
4.2 per cent in December the financial 
troubles in America have, of course, 
largely contributed to this result, and 
the bad harvests of 1907 in nearly all 
parts of the world must have had con- 
siderable effect in reducing the pur- 
chasing power of consumers every way. 
Probably we are now in for » more 
‘or less serious and prolonged slum 
and then the preachings of the Tariff 
Reformers are more likely to produce 
an effect.

Perhaps the biggest boom of the 
year bas been in cotton ; the exports of 
cotton goods for the twelve months 
having shown an increase of more 
than ten millions over the previous 
year. Unfortunately it is in cotton that 
the depression during this past two 
months has been greatest. The in- 
dustry—in = measure, no doubt, as = 
result of that depression—is threatened 
with most serious conflict between 
capital and labour. For some years 
past the relations between the mill 
owners and their operatives have been 
0 good that Manchester men have be- 
fcome quite enamoured of the Trade 
Union system; buts few weeks ago 
Mr. Lloyd George's services had to be 
invoked to prevent a conflict, and now 
he is likely to be faced with a more 
serious problem, perbaps, than eyen the: 























t threatened railway strike. The 
points in dispute have not yet been 
rendered very clear to the layman ; but 
the principle at stake is fairly plain. 
Certain of the men's advisers have been 
endeavouring to secure their end by 
means of ‘strikes directed against in- 
dividual firms, though there is no 
pretence that those firms treat theirmen 
in any way differently from the other 
firms, The individual firms cannot 
fight the Unions, and so all the mill 
owners,—or at any rate ninety-five per 
cent of them,—have resolved to act 
together and declare a genersl lock-out 
unless these sectional strikes are 
abandoned. The lock-out, it is said, 
would immediately involve about 150,000 
operatives, and eventually,—unless 
terms were arrived at,—a great many 
more. Indeed the chief hope of avert- 
ing the danger lies in the terrible pro- 
portions which it must inevitably assume 
if it is not stopped immediately.

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IMPERIAL DECREES. 


By Telegraph from Peking. 
‘Specially translated for the 
“ North-China Daily News.” 

February 12. 

(1) Decree stating that Hu P'ng- 
chih (ex-Governor of Sbansi), during 
his tenure of office, did. neglect the 
performance of his. duties,: thereby fail- 
ing in the confidence reposed in him by 
the Throne. Although the said Hu 
Pring-chib is now on the retired list, 
this does not absolve hii froin blame 
and he is, therefore, hereby dismissed 
for ever from the Public Service. Chia 
Chin-chén and Lin Ao who acted as 
subordinates to Hu P'ing-chth are also 
dismissed for ever from the Public 
Service. 

(2) Decree, response to & 
memorial from Jui Liang, Governor of 
Kiangsi, granting reduction of taxes 
to districts in the two prefectures of 
Nanchang (capital of Kiangsi) and 
Kinkiang owing to the fuilure of the 
crops caused by heavy rains during the 
last spring and summer.

February 14. 
A VIOEROY’S TOUR. 

It will be remembered that Viceroy 
Chang Jén-chiin, of the Liangkuang 
provinces, presented a memorial to the 
Throne last month, stating that he 
would make a tour of inspaction of the 
cities and rivers under his jarisdiction. 
‘We now learn from Canton that his 
Excellency will first leave for Chénuan- 
kan to inspeot the forts there, which 
were -captured daring the recent riots 
by Knangei insurgents, and which 
were subsequent!y recaptared by Col- 
onel Lu Yuan-ting. It is reported 
that large numbers of insurgents are 
still causing trouble in that district. 

‘THE PIRACY ON THE HUANGPU. 

‘The “ National Herald" states that, 
in consequence of the recent attack 
tusde by a band of pirates on the 
Hoangpu upon the steam launches of 
the Tatung Company (Japanese), and 
in view of the fact that the Chinese 
authorities are unable to deal with the 
pirates, the Tokio Government intends 
to dispatch a gunboat to Kashing for 
the purpose of protecting Japanese 
interests. 

THE EXPORIATION OF RICE. 

The Governor of Soochow, having 
received a report to the effect that 
a onmber of merchants are export 
ing rice, which is reported to have been 
purchased from Shanghai and Chin- 
kkiang, to foreign countries from (’hé- 
Kiang, bax requested the Governor uf 
Chékiang and the Taotais of this port 
and .Chinkiang to take steps to pro- 
hibit the practice, 

OHINA AND GERMANY. 

A Peking dispatch reports that, as 
the Tientsin-Pakou Loan Agreement 
has been duly signpd, the German

Chinese Commercial Treaty. 

THE QUESTION OF EXTRADITION. 

HLE. Chang Ming-ch'i, Governor of| 
Kuangsi province is reported, to bave 
resolved to depute three officials, who 
‘are supposed to be returned students 
from France, to Anam for the purpose 
of negotiating with the Governor there 
concerning the extradition of Chinese 
anti-monarchists who sre reported to 
abound in that Colony. 

ANTI-MONARCHISM, 

Tt is reported from Nanking that, 
in view of the rumours to the effect 
that rifles and ammunition are being 
swuggled into the country through 
foreign agents by anti-monarchists, 
Viceroy Tuan Fang has instructed all 
the authorities of the Imperial Mari- 
time Customs along the Yangtze to 
exercise strict supervision over all 
steamers coming from foreign countries.

‘THE CHEKIANO RAILWAY LOAY. 

Sir John Jordan has informed the 
Waiwupu that he has been instructed 
by H. M. Government to urge the 
Chinese Government, in the interests, 
of the friendly relations between Great, 
Britain and Chins to settle the dispute 
with the people of Kisngea and Ché- 
Kiang without farther delay. It is 
added that the British Government can 
make no further concession to (hinese| 
demands, seeing that the articles of the’ 
proposed loan. from the British and 
Chinese Corporation are wuch more 
favourable to China than those she has 
previously negotiated with other foreign 
Powers, and that they do not infringe 
China’s sovereign rights in the least. 
There is, therefore, no reason for the 
people of the two provinces to offer 
so much opposition. Sir John farthe 
points out that in building railways in 
‘China other foreign Powers have used 
coercion, and that as the Chinese’ 
Government does uot carry out its 
promises under the agreement, it seems 
‘that China does not wish Great Britain 
to treat her peacefully. Sir John urges: 
the Waiwnpa to settle the matter as 
‘soon ax possible. Otherwise the Chi- 
nese Government will be held sccount- 
‘able for all consequences. 

Lord Li Ching-fang has also tele- 
graphed to the Waiwapu from London 
stating that he has been requested by 
Sir Edward Grey to urge the Central 
Government in Peking to bring the 
dispute,to a speedy conclusion.

A lot of 
dirty linen has been washed in public 
asaconsequence of this, Halpin having 
bronght various charges — inclading 

jonalism, thievery and drunken- 
news—against certain of the 1906 
team. It looks as thongh Halpin had 
cause to find fault with some of the 
athletes under his charge snd they 
now want to keep him out this time. 
The Amateur Athletic Union, however, 
will stick to Halpin and probably the

Four Marathon races have been 
decided in connexion with the Olympic 
Games and have been won by Greek, 
French, United States and (.anadian 
athletes respectively. English athletes 
have so far made no serious effort to 
score, but it is safe to say matters will 
be different next summer. It is satis- 
factory to be able to state that our 
athletic club officials are waking up to 
the fact that trial races are necessary, 
if we are to discover really fine stayers, 
‘The Salford harriers will promote a 
twenty miles’ scratch race at the end 
‘of the crosr-country season and the 
Liverpool and District Cross-Country 
Associations also propose catering for 
long distance cracks by holding a fifteen 
or eighteen miles road race early in April. 
‘We want half a dozen other clubs or as- 
sociations to follow sait and then home 
athletes will have a change to distinguish 
themselves. In the meantime some 
of us in the old conntry are anxiously 
‘awaiting the attitude of the colonies. 
After J. W. Sterring’s victory in the 
last Marathon race it ix certain Canada 
will send over a few gond representa 
tives, What, however, of Australia, New 
Zealand, South Africa, India and other 
parts of the globe, where the British flag 
flies? We have had Stanley Rinley, 
B. R. Kiernan, (:. Healey and others of 
Anstralia, G. H. Smith of New Zealand, 
Norman Pritchard of India, the brothers 
Blignant and H. Morkel of South 
Africa over here in the past, but in the 
coming summer our over-seas kinsmen 
ought to make special effort.

The want of opportunity of skating 
frequently has always been ‘a -big* 
handiesp to Englishmen, and it. is, 
therefore, no wonder they do not shine 
quite as well at this pastime as in many 
others. The performances of F, W. 
Dix (of- Northampton), H. C. Hudson 
and A. E. Tebbit in the amateur 
championship st Lingay Fen (Cam- 
bridge) on Monday, however, clearly 
show that we have some good men in this 
country, The. first named skated the 
14 miles, with three sharp tars, in 4 
mins. 37 secs., Hudson doing 4 
38 secs. and Tebbit 4 mins. 40 secs. 
The provious best by an amatear was 
4 rnins. 46 secs., which J. F. Donoghue 
of America set up in an exhibition at 
Lingay Fen in December of 1900, 
while the professional figures stand at’ 
4 mins. 45 secs. by George (Kish) 
‘Smart at Swavesey in 1885. That 
the splendid ice and absence of wind 
on Monday bad mach to do with the 
fast time is certain and Donoghue or 
Smart, at their best, would probably 
have well beaten Monday's time, had 
they been competing. Still, "the 
performance of Dix and Hudson is 
encouraging and should the former go 
to the Continent, with an idea of 
taking part in the world’s ‘chatnpion- 
ship as he contemplates, he ought to 
make a good show. The times in the 
professional championship on Tuesday 
wore not so good, the thaw having 











‘spoilt the surface of the ice. As in the 
amateur championship, « new champion 
came to the front, the victory going to 
8. Greenhall of Landbeach in 4 mins. 
52 secs, W. Housden (Upware) being 
second in 4 mins. 57% secs. Greenhall 
cowpeted in the costume popular among 
runners (shorts and sleeveless jersey) 
‘and not the usual full tights and long 
sleeve jersey. This made some of the 
spectators shiver as bare legs and arms 
‘on ice look « bit out of place. Still, 
it is no different to the cross-country 
runners, who affect the same costume. 
As matter of fact, the look

Donoghue on the frozen Hudson river 
ut Newberg, New York State. The 
object was to test how far a runner 
could lead a champion sketer (from « 
standing start), and writing from re- 
collection it was at about eighty yards 
that Donoghue assumed the lead. It 
may be news to many to know that iow 
is rthe finest surface in the world on 
which to run and the “ bite” of the 
spikes conveys a delicious feeling of 
power, there being no loss through the 
“give” of the surface as on loose 
cinders. 

















BoxIxe. 

Old timers heand with regret of the 
death of George Dixon, the celoured 
boxer, who perhaps took part in more 
contests than soy other man kaown. 
He was a native of Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, thongh 











‘Boston, and daring his curser be took 
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part in 145 important contests, He 
beat such noted boxers as Pedler 
Palmer, Nune Wallace and Will Conley 
of England besides all the best feather 
weights of his day in America. His 
first defeat was at the hands of Billy 
Plimmer (of Birmingham) at New, York 
in 180: though after he 
to go off, he had to strike his colours to 
Frank Erne and Serry McGovern in 
big contests. Dixon's first important 
fight was sgainst Eugene Hombacker 
at New York in 1889 and the writer 
recollects meeting Dixon after the 
eontest in a well known house, where 
“sports” did congregate after closing 
hours proper. There is no need to 
mention names, bat many will recollect 
the place, which was at the corner of 
29th Street and Broadway. Dixon 
was quite unmarked and abs 
lutely unconcerned and his general 
manner syed the ides that he would 
go far, which he did. The little man 
made 8 lot of money and got rid of it, 
his generosity to those ¢, need being 
responsible for his oftes being in want 
during the eod of his comparatively 
short life of thirty-eight years Of hiin

PIECE-GOODS. 


From Messrs, Iunznt & Co.’s weekly Report, dated 
Shanghai, February 13, 1908. 


The market hax opened quietly after China New Year: 
dealers are buying woderately at current rates, which are, 
however, in the great majority of cases, well under replacing 
cost ; Manchester telegrams report a moderate amount of 
business offering for China, but even where it is possible 
to bring buyers and sellers together the latter are taking the 
risk of prices advancing here in the course of the Spring : 
under these circumstances it is unlikely that business will 
develop into large dimensions, in view of the experience of 
last year, when it was found that demand often died away as 
suddenly as it had arisen. 

In American goods there is a moderate inquiry for 
favourite chops, but stocks are sufficient to more than satisfy 
demand for the time being. A certain amount of goods for 
Manchuria are being entered for shipment vid IDalny, but 
shipowners and merchants still complain of obstacles being 
put in the way of business, other than Japanese, through 
that port. The long continued absence of active demand 
from Manchuria coinciding, as there is reason to believe, with 
‘an expansion of trade from Japan, is creating an unfavour- 
able impression here, which will ‘andoubtedly spread to 
England and America, when it is realized there that com- 
petition is not free on equal terms ; the objections raised to 
the development of the route to the interior through New- 
chwang will tend to confirm the unfavourable impression.

“Te having come to the notice of the 
Couneil that certain evilly-dispored 
persons, chiefly of the mafoo and ricsha- 
coolie class, are conspiring together and 
holding meetings to arrange to create! 
trouble against the Tramway Company. 

“This is to give duc warning to all 
such persons and others who may here- 
after cause any distarbanee or who in 
any illegal manner may attempt to 
prevent or hinder the running of tram- 
ways that they will be dealt with most 
severely by the Police without further 
warning. 

“Meetings for sach a purpose as to 
arrange to hinder the proper and pencefal 
running of the tramways. are improper, 
and persons found attending such meet- 
ings will be dealt with according to law. 

“One such meeting is known to the 
Council to have taken place, and those! 
who attended the meeting have used 
threatening and illegal language towards: 
‘a legitimate and lawfal undertaking. 
These people should now take warning 
and expecially those mafoos who think 
they will escape punishment becanse 
they are in the service of foreigners.

Health Officer's Report for 
January. 

The public health during January has 
been marked by the prevalence of small- 
pox and to a less extent of scarlet fever, 
diphtheria and typhoid fever. Among] 
both foreigners and Chinese the num- 
ber of deaths from small-pox, the most 
easily preventable of these diseases, was 
greater than jfrom any other cause. 








‘That this should occur in s community 
where exceptional facilities are afforded 
for vaccination is a matter for careful 
consideration. Nearly 3,000 tubes of 
vaccine, each sufficient for five vaccins- 
tions, were sent out from the Municiy 
Laboratory to places in the Far East 
ranging from Kobe in the North to 
Manila in the South. 116 vacei 
were doné st the-Heslth Office during 
the month and it is noteworthy that very 
few foreigner’s servants were sent for 
vaccination. It is proposed to establish 
vaccinating centres in each sanitary dis- 
trict during the month of March, the 
most popular month for vaccination 
among the Chinese. . 

The Kong Kee Dairy, Sinza Road, 
and the Sing Kee Dairy, Bubbling Well 
Road, having each been’ prosecuted five 
times atthe Mixed Court’ foradulteration 
of milk and fined 8740 and $370 
imprisoned for two months and ten 
respectively, and adulteration having 
again been detected, the extreme step 
has been taken of closing these dairies, 
by withdrawing their licenses, Two s0- 
called private dairies have also been 
detected selling adulterated milk. That 
these dairies are ostensibly under the 
protection of foreigners renders useful 
action more difficult, 

‘The native company formed to bring 
down cattle by railway direct to the 
Cattlesheds having almost ceased 
to function larger drafts bave been 
brought down by this Department and 
sold to the butchers at a price, after 
covering expenses, which proves to be 
below the prevailing rates, It is pro- 
posed to continue to bring down cattle 
until the local dealers are willing to 
take their at direct to the Muni- 
cipal Cattlesheds, in order to render 
sanitary supervision more effective, to 

loss by disease, buth in ‘the 
sanitary cattle hongs at Pahsienjao 
and in the cattle boats, and, if possible, 
to reduce the cost to the customer.

Public Gardens.—The conservatories 
have.contained a good selection of plants 
in flower, of which Daedalacanthus ner- 
vostis a blue flowered plant has beea 
most noticeable, Two Orchids, Pha- 
lanopsis, flowered for the first time 
which along with Cymbidiums are very 
satisfactory. 

‘Soochow Road Foreshore.—All the 
sections cleared of sand, ete., are ready 
for turfing. The stanchions and chains 
are in position and the greater portion 
of the path is bricked, 

Victoria Nursing Home,—The lawn 
in front of the recently acquiried build- 
ing is ready for tarfing. A. hedge has 
boon planted aud the position of a few 
shrabs altered, 

Nurseries—Tho plot of land on the 
Road, formerly referred to as 
‘urasian Cemetery has beon treached 
over and slightly ‘raised with — soil 
obtained from ditches dug out in it, and 
is in course of proparation as a temporary 
nareery..
